Cumsell Hospital in January 1951 with far advanced 
tuberculosis, Dr. Falconer has recently reported "she has far 
advanced disease and the outcome is still in doubt". In the 
meantime Davis Silas, who has the reputation of being a steady 
and reliable worker, has obtained permanent employment at the 
Carcross Residential School, 


As is only natural, he wishes to be near his children, especially 
since his wife's hospitalisation. I attach a written request 
signed by David Silas asking that Christina and Pearl Silas be 
transferred to the Carcross School. Both Rev. Lee and Rev. 
Stangerare agreeable to the move though neither like transferring 
children in mid-term. I have interviewed David Silas who is 
very sincere in his desire to have his children with him at 
Carcross Residential School. I hesitate to recommend the 
transfer from an educational point of view, but from the purely 
humane angle I would suggest the two children be allowed to be 
with their father - particularly in view of the mothers condition.

The application form i:dicates that 
the religious denomination is Roman Catholic and that 
the boy attended the Whitehorse Mission School for 
four months. We have checked the Returns for the 
Whitehorse school and fail to find any indication 
that we are paying for his stay at this school. 

It is presumed, therefore, that he attended school 
on a day school basis. 


We are not clear why he should now 
be admitted to the Carcross Residential School. 
Furthermore, even if there was a necessity for admitting 
him to the éareross school his admission could not be 
approved due to the fact that he is a Roman Catholic. 
He could be admitted to the Lower Post school provided 
the need for institutional care exists. 


It is noted that his name is entered 
on the Carcross Return. In view of the fact that his 
admission to this school has not been approved his 
name will be deleted from future Returns and no grant 
will be allowed. 


Please advise the Principal in this regard, 


In the meantime, this pupil should be taken out of the 
Carcross school.

The operating deficits during the years 1940 
and 1941 were $3,638.24 and $4,020.42, respectively. The 
deficit in 1939 was 44,082.23. With the low pupilage 
that this school has, it could not operate without showing 
a deficit. 


The estimated value of the food produced and 
consumed was $2,896.35 in 1940 and $2,753.15 in 1941. 
The Dorcas Society provided clothing valued at $940.05 in 
1940 and $999.32 in 1941.

I submit herewith report of an audit made of the books and records 
pertaining to the above school. The examination was conducted at the office of the 
Anglican Indian and Eskimo Residential School Commission, Winnipeg, and covers the 
two calendar years of 1944 and 1945. 


Statements have been prepared for each of the years-under review.

Revenue & nditure (Statement #1). q 


Revenue shown for this year consisted of a refund of $690.12 from the 
M.S.C.C., Toronto, and an earned per capita grant of $5,225.05, making @ total 
of $3,915.17. The expenditures amounted to $10,894.65, leaving a deficit of 
$6,979.48. 


If a basis of revenue and expenditure concerning only the year 1944 is 
used, the deficit works out at $6,925.80. 


Clothing supplied by the Dorcas Society was given an estimated value of 
$54.84, and food raised and consumed at the school was estimated at $465.00. 


Office and Special included insurance premiums of $450.00, and during 
this year repairs were made to the principal's residence. 


Operat ing Co sts 


Due to the fact that this school was in operation during only 4 months 
of 1944, I have not attempted to arrive at costs per pupil.

If revenue and expenditure concerning the year 1945 only, is used as a 
basis, the deficit would be $10 , 435.62. 


Building costs include repairs to the staff residence. 

Clothing supplied by the Dorcas Society was estimated in value at 
$1,543.61, and the value of food raised and consumed at the school was estimated at 
$247.59.

The cost of clothing per pupil per year was $22.031, and the cost of food 
was $158,563. 


The cost of operation per pupil per year was $465.956, based on an 
average pupilage of 46.5.

The object of 

this inetitution is to provide a home for children other 

than Indians and Eskimos, who live in isolated places 

or where circumstances prevent them from getting an education. 
The children will be under the direct supervision of the 
Superintendent and will ettend the public school, besides 
receiving domestic and other training in the Home. Before 
admission each must be medically examined and pronounced 

as healthye The rates will be as follows:~ $25. per month 
for each child, $22.50 per month for each of two muxa or 
more children from one family. 4 email reduction will be 
made for the round year. Parents or guardians will pay 
travelling expenses and provide clothing. Children will 
require a small amount of pocket money and also for school 
books. In case of illness children will be taken care 

of as far as possible in the Home. If medical attention 

or hospital treatment are found necessary, the parents 

will be expected to pay the cost of such. All children 

are accepted on an equal footing and the rates are placed 

at a low figure to be within the reach of parents of moderate 
means. The cost of upkeep will amount to much more than the

Stringer wishes to educate would not come within the 
jurisdiction of this Department, but I recognize that 
the conditions there are peculiar, and I am, therefore, 
willing to undertake the responsibility that may attend 
the scheme if adopted, I agree with Mr.Cory that at 
present the scheme is somewhat indefinite, and we should 
have the information amplified, I understand that the 
Bishop has not yet left for the Yukon, and he might be 
communicated with in Toronto, 
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It seems to me that the scheme might be 
Supported, as it is in the publio interest, and I have no 
objection to assuming the responsibility of whatever 
administration is necessary, if you concur, and would 
authorize a provision of about $5,000 in the estimates, if 
our present vote for Indian education proves insufficient 
to meet the expenditure this year, 


In corresponding with Bishop Stringer, I was 
not intending to give him a final answer with reference 


to his scheme, which, as I have said before, is somewhat 
indefinite,

I have recently had a meeting of the Committee 
of men and women in Dawson to discuss the problem. 


There are two questions confronting us at present, 
which are depending on each other, nemely, the number of children 
who are likely to apply, and the providing of suitable accommoda- 
tion for them, 


It ig very difficult to learn in advance, the 
number of children who would be available. The parents of the 
children who should attend school, seem to find it inconvenient 
to deédide in advance, so that any estimate, must be a very rough 
and uncertain one, About a dozen children that I know of, will 
in all a ge ah Fe themselves for admission, when school 
opens about the middle of August, At the seme time, it is quite 
possible that several more may put in an appearance at the last 
moment this Autumn, Some children live in very remote places, 
where communication is very uncertain, 


The other practical side of the question is 
the providing of accommodation in such a way that the need will 
be met without un-necessary expense, no matter how few or how 
many children amy apply.

The average peyéapita would probably be 
higher than in the case of the Carcross Indian Boarding chool, 
because of the smaller number of children to begin with, 

In addition I think I should mention that the per 
capita grant given to the Carcrogs Indian Boarding School, is 
sufficient to cover only about one half of the cost. 

Some of the parents would be able to pay a certain 
amount towards the expenses, and we are asking them to give Twenty 
Five Dollars per month when possible, At the same time, it seems wise 
not to refuse any suitable child, and we must count on many bad 
debts. A careful calculation shows that with twenty children, it 
would cost about Forty Dollars per month for each child, to pay 
expenses, 


I have tried to give frankly as much information 
as possible. I know the Minister of the Interior does not want 
to enter into any undertaki without knowing Something of the 
cost, You will realize that have also to meet the same difficulty, 
But here is a setts be met, and I am willing to do all in my 
power to meet it, ter the financial part is aranteed, it will 
require constant care and attention, which I prepared to give, 
Dealing with the parents is not’ éasy task- then the procuring of 
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suitable workers to run the Institution is always an anxiety 
end worry, and this I shall endeavor to undertake. 


The whole Rroject is not en easy matter at the 
pest, but I would urge the Government to give the necessary 
financial and moral support in o er that the class of children 
referred to, livi in isolat may get a chence in life, and 
receive a reasonable amount of dducation, under healthy 
surroundings, in order that they may have an opportunity of 
becoming useful and intelligent citizens.. 


If thought desirable, perbaps the Interior 
Department might appoint some one, living in Dawson, such as 
the Commissioner, or the Head of the Police, or Mr. John Black, 
to confer with me, regarding ways and means, and make a report 
to the Department. 


If the time should appear to be too short, 
to put the building referred to above, into shape before Winter, 
@ suggestion has been made that we should, for the coming Winter, 
use the present building for the girls, and procure another 
pbuilding for the boys, or vice versa, this would be more in- 
convenient ard more costly perhaps, but if necessary it could 
be arranged, and the time is passing rapidly.

With reference to the neme of the school to 
which you reter, the title 'Su, Paul's Hostel, Dawson’ hes been 
used now tos e year end e helf, and has become identified in 
yukon with the Institution. It seems quite setsetgotery, end 
woula be aifricuLt to cnenge loceaiiy, Of course if you think 
it necessary to chenge the name officially, it would not make 
much difference I suppose even if locally the o1d name continued 
to be used. I hope, however, you will be able to allow the 
name 'St, Paul's Hostel, Dawson’ to svand,

I have noted thet the coet of operating the institution hes 
been heavier than you were aware at the time of your earlier 
communication. 


In reply to your requeet for a further $3,000 to 
Secist in financing the precent and paet fiecal years, I beg 
to state that it will be extremely difficult to arrange to 
have the amount voted, as the Supplementary Nstimatee for 
the current year are closed. The financial condition of 
the country is such that the Treasury Board are making every 
effort to curtail expenditure, but I hope that Yarlianent 
will pase on the item of $5,000 that I have caueced to be 
ineluded in the Supplementary Eetimatee for the expenses 
already incurred at the school in Dawson. 


I have not had an opportunity of discussing with 
the Honourable the Superintendent General the epecial 
Claime of thie inetitution, and I have no doubt that he 
will be glad to see you at some convenient time. Poesibly 
you will need to visit Ottawa on general busine sy before 
long and, if you will intimate to me when you are to be 
in town, I will endeavour to arrange for an interview with 
Mr. Stewart.

Quarterly returns the same as are forwarded by the Carcross 
Boarding School showing the names of the children and the days 
they attemled each quirter should be prepared by the Principal 
and forwarded, and the per capita grant could then be paid on 
the average attendance as shown by these returns. If the per 
Capita grant due, as ehown by the average attendance, is not 
sufficient to vsarn the $5,000 provided, accounts should be for- 
warded, properly certified, showing other expenditure made umer 
your authority sufficient to bring the total amount of the per 
Capita earnings and other expenditure up to the above named 
amount. I will be pleased if Your Lordship will arrange to have 
these returns and vouchers forwarded at an early date. 


I may furtner add that for the curcent fiscal year we are 
voting the er cnupita geant for 30 children at $220 per annus, 
Slus bonus of $20 per capita. 


In future, the Principal sneuld prepare and forward returns 
showing the attendanoe, etc., on forms tne same as are used in 
the preparation of the Carcros» Bourding School returns. These 
returns should be forwarded through the office of the Indian 
Superintendent, at Dawson City. It will not, however, be necessary 
to forward applications and certificates o~ healt” for the children 
idmitted to the St. Paul's Hostel as is required in the case of 
the Inidam children admitted to the Carcross Boarding School. 


As g00M as returns and vouchers satisfactory to the Auditor 
General are received, payment towards the current expenses uj to 
the end of the fiscal year 1921-22 to the amount of $),000 will be 
made. 


If you intend visiting Ottawa in the near future, I will be 
pleased to see you in this connection.

In April, 1921, the then Honourable superintendent 
Generel requested the bepartment of the Interior to refer to 
us certain correepondence from the Rt. Rev. Bishop stringer, 
relative to the ot. Paul's Hostel at Daweon, Yukon. Hie 
Lordship requested government assistance for a hoetel for the 
education of half-breed children and, as the Department of 
Indian Affsire had the necessary machinery for making a per 
capita grant to euch an institution, it wae decided that the 
bt. Faulte Hostel ehould come under thie Department, if any.

etitute and orphan half-breeds are admitted 
to the st. raul's Hostel. As thie Department has considered 
itself responsible only for the education of non-treaty half- 
breede who live the Indian mode of life on reservee, it is 
thought advisable to secure an Order in Council permitting 
us to make an initial grant of $5000 to Biehop stringer.

The Committee of the Privy Council have had before 
them a report, dated 28th December, 1922, from the Superin- 
tendent General of Indian Affairs, submitting that in the 
main estimates for the current fiscal year $6600 was provided 
as per capita grant for the St. Paul's Hostel at Dawson, 
Yukon. This institution is conducted for the benefit of 
destitute and orphan half-breeds and forms part of the educa- 
tional system of the Department of Indian Affairs. It was 
established two and one-half years ago by the Right Reverend 
Bishop Stringer, Anglican Bishop of the Yukon. 

The Minister states that accounts, certified by 
Bishop Stringer, have been presented, showing that the ex- 
penditure from September 1920 to Maroh 31, 1922 has been 
$8112.73. $2327.64 has been collected from parents and 
guardians of the children in residence, leaving a total net 
expenditure of $5785.09. 


The Minister therefore recommends that the amount 


of $5000 be paid from the grant above mentioned, being pro- 


vided for in the vote for Indian Education No.282. 


The Committee concur in the foregoing recommenda- 


tion and submit the same for approval.

I have not had an opportunity of inspecting the resi- 
dential sehool at Carcross, nor do I know much of the results 
whioh are being achieved by ite My general observation of the 
work of suoh institutions in the north, however, is that they 
do little to equip the Indian for the type of lite wiioh he 
must of necessity live in this country. Rether they make the 
Indians dissatisfied with the way of life to which he must al- 
most inevitably return, However I realize that his is a con-~ 
troversial question and the schools appear to be conducted in 
accordance with departmental policy. 


The Hostel which is maintained by the anglican Churoh 
at Dawson is for half-breed oh ildreny I do not think there 
are any full blood Indian inmates. he ohildren in residence 
atten@ the local school. I note that it has been suggested 
that the school at Carcross might be closed and a consolidation 
effected with the Hostel at Dawson, making use of the old resi- 
dence of the Commissioner, for accommodation, 


Bishop Geddes has not been in the Territory since 
my arrival so I have had no opportunity of discussing this 
sugcestion with him, However It appears to me that the idea 


is open to many objections, perhaps the chief being that the 
i 


cost of maintenance of an institution at Dawson would be much 
higher than at Carcross because of higher freight rates on 
supplies, the increase in cost of fuel, etc. There is not 
sufficient adjoining ground available to crow potatoes or 
other root orops to assist in maintenance or to érain the 
native children in agricultural pursuits, Moreover the build- 
ing itself is most unsuitable and the remodelling, which would 
be necessary before it could be so used, would be very expen- 
sive. 


It may be thst a lengthier experience will result in 
qualification of some of the views herein expressed, but in 
the meantime you have my present rections to your letter. 
You will appreciate that I have written quite frankly in this 
connection and also as regards the more personal matters which 
are the subject of separate correspondence.

I have your letter of the 19th ultimo and ap- 
preciate the difficulties. However, the Indian Affairs 
Branch maintains thet it cannot accept responsibility for 
continuing the maintenance of half-breed children in the 
Yukon Territory and at the same time disclaim similiar re- 
sponsibility elsewhere. It is felt by the Director of that 
branch that the payments made to St. Paul's Hostel may be 
questioned at any time and so the Indian Affairs Branch in- 
sists that the branch be relieved of that responsibility. 


Under the circumstances, St. Paul's Hostel will 
have to look to the Territorial Government for any payments 
efter the end of the present fiscal year. You might discuss 
the subject with the members of the Territorial Council snd 
let me know the result so that it may be reported to Treasury 
Board at the time the supplementary grant to the Yukon Council 
is being decided upon. 


The Department appreciates the fact that thie is 
not an easy matter to work out quickly and the Deputy Micister 
hes directed thet inasmuch as the grant to the school is in- 
cluded in the estimates of the Indian Affairs Branch for the 
fiscel year 1942-43, it »ill not be necessary to make any 
change at the present time. However, it is desired that the 
whole thing be straightened out between nov und the time when 
the estimates for the fiscal year 1942-44 are prepared.

I lmow it will be argued that these children are 
half-breeds and not Indians, but surely the fact that they 
are yvart Indian does give the Indian Department the right to 
be interested in their welfare. Then too by decreeing that a 
half-breed should have the status of a white man does not 
absolve the Government from all resvonsibility of aiding him 
to fit himself to take his place in the community as a white 
mane 


I believe that there is no other institution in 
Canada exactly similar to 5t. Paul's Hostel. It had its origin 
in an effort to mect a somewhat unique situation that was 
created as a result of the impact of a large pmmmkx white pop- 
ulation, predominantly male, upon a comparatively small Indian 
population, at the time of the Klondike Gold Rush and in the 
years immediately suecedding. 


Your branch has since the inception of St Paul's 
Hostel provided us with a yercanita grant and each year a 
supply of medicines. All the other expenses of the Institution, 
the building, its equipment and maintenance, the clothing and 
food for the children, have been nrovided by the Church. We are 
erateful for the interest your Branch has shewn in these 
ghildren who come from the remote and isolated parts of the 
Yukon, and for what you have done to assist them to become 
worthwhile citizens of Canada. And I beg of you to continue 
the good work that you,,have been doing and not deprive us of 
your grant for without, we shall have to close our doors.

Dear Sir, — 


Some time ago I received a communication from 
the Director of the Lands, Parks, & Forests Branch of the 
Department of Mines and Resources in which he stated that 
You had informed him that you would not be paying the 
customary per capita grant to St. Paul's Hostel after the 
end of March 1943. I have as yet received no intimation from 
your Branch that you were contemplating such a course and I 
am wondering if it is true that at the end of Match next, our 
life line is to be cut and we are to be forced to close the 
doors of St. Paul's Hostel. For without Government assistance 
we could not hope to continue operations. 


For more than twenty years now your 3ranch has 
been rendering financial assistance each year to this insti- 
tution and we have been carrying on a work that I feel con- 
fident is of real benefit to the whole of the Yukon. The work 
has now just reached the stage where we are beginning to see 
real results in our efforts to fit the children,who come to us, 
to take their full share in the development of the life of our 
country. In June last one of our girls completed the require- 
ments for University Matriculation,and is now at the Royal 
Columbian Hospital in New Westminster, 3.C., training to be 
a nurse. Another girl who finished her schooling a few years 
ago and,who,since then,has held a subordinate position on our 
staff here,is at the present time filling, very acceptably, 

a position on the staff of the Indian Residential School at 
Alert Bay. One of our boys who reached the age of 16 in June 
last, has since leaving school been filling the position of 
Messenrer and junior operator at the local Radiotelegraph 
Station overated by the Royal Canadian Corps of Signals. The 
Officer in Charge of the Station speaks in the highest terms 
of his work. I think it is quite safe to say that not one of 
these three would be making the contribution to the welfare 
of our country. that they are making today, had it not been fo 
St. Paul's Hostel. I had hoped that as the years went by, am 
increasing number of our children would be finding useful 
vocat'ons in the life of the country,and thereby rewarding 
the Government and the Church for the expense ineurred in 
giving them this opportunity. Must all our hopes be in vain 
and all the efforts of the past years go for nought just as 
they appeared to be reaching the stage where they are 
beginning to pear fruit.

I am sending forward herewith copy of a 
letter received from the Right Reverend ". A. Geddes, D.D., 
Bishop of the Yukon. I am enclosing also copy of a 
circular letter dated Decenber 10, 1937, addressed to 
—, Indian agents and principals of residential 
schools. 


You are doubtless aware that this Branch 
has been porins per capita grant for the maintenance of 
the St. Paul's Hostel, Yukon, during the last 20 years. 
This grant has been paid at the rate of %259.09 per pupil 
on an enrolment of 30 pupils. 


In view of the fact that no provision is 
made in the estimates of this Branch for the education 
of pupils other than Indian pupils, our legal right to 
make this grant to the St. Paul's “ostel has been cuest- 
joned from time to time. The grant was first made in the 
year 1923, at a time when a limited number of half-breed 
Children were admitted to Indian residential schools. 
These half-breed children were admitted by the authority 
of a ruling made by the Minister of the Interior and dated 
October 18, 1999. The Minister's justification for the 
ruling at that time was expressed in a statement to the 
effect "that the North "est Government cannot provide 
for the education of non-annuitants upon reserves; and 
if we exclude them from our schools they will practically 
be debarred from all means of education", There is nothing 
on file to indicate that the Lege of this particular 
regulation was ever reviewed by the Law Officers of the 
Crown, nor is there anything to suggest that its legality 
wes disputed at any time throughout the years. It is 
difficult, however, for the officials of this Branch to 
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convince themselves that we can legally make a grant 
from year to year for the maintenance of the St. Pavi's 
Hostel and for the education of half-breed children 
enrolled at that institution, while at the same time 
refusing the enrolment of equally deserving half-breed 
te at our residential schools throuzhout the 
Dominion. 


No provision has been made in the 1943-44 
estimates for the payment of per capita grant to the 
St. Paul's Hostel and the Director of the Lands, Parks 
and Forests Branch was so notified in & letter dated 
July 6, 1942, It was my understanding et that time that 
the responsibility for the payment of this annual grant 
would be assumed by the Territorial Government of the 
Yukon. 


Mr. George Black, M. P., has discussed with 
me the subject matter of Bishop Geddes! letter. Mr. 
Black is naturally disturbed at what appears to be the 
withdrawal of the Government from the support of this 
institution. I promised Mr. Black that I would carefully 
review the correspondence on file in respect to the 
matter and send forward a memorandum for your information.

My Dear Dr. McGill, 


I have wanted for sometime to 
write you regarding the erection of an Indian 
Residential School for the Catholic Indians of 
Teslin Lake and district. If I did not do so 
before, it was simply because I wanted to mention 
the matter first to the Hon. Mr. Crerar. Knowing 
how busy he is and in view of the late dissolution 
of the House, I have come to the conclusion that it 
is preferable that I should place this request 
before you immediately, rather than wait for his 
return from the West. 


This district comes under the 
jurisdiction of His Excellency Bishop Coudert. In 
his letter to me on this subject he states that this 
school would admirably serve the interests of Indians 
of the Teslin Lake Region, who are all very nomadic. 
It would also take care of the Indians of Lower Post, 
meDame, Dease Lake, Atlim, Carcross, Lansing Creek, etc. 


According to figures which he has 
submitted, tne number of Catholic Indians who would 
benefit by this school is 549, as per the following 
List:-

Dear Father Plourde: 


I have for acnovledzmernt your letter of 
February 10, in whieh you submit, for departmental 
consideration, the claims for the esteblishmert of an 
Indian residential school in the Teslin Lake district, 
received by you from the Right Reverend J. |. Coudert. 


You are probably erare that the construction 
of certain Inéian day and resi¢ential schools was care- 
fully reviewed ané considered at the time the 1949-41 
estimates wore prepared. Tt was decided, hovever, in view 
of war conditions, thet our builéing provrem for this year, 
with the exception of one or tvo day schools, shoul¢c be 
abandoned. It does not avnear at all likely, therefore, 
that we shall be able to secure the funds necessary for 
the rebuilding of either the Albany P. C. or the Carcross 
C. Ee schools. 


The Department was informed a wees or t¥o 
ago of the destruction of the Ahousaht residential school, 
by fire. This is only one of a number of schools that 
have been ¢estroyed by fire in recent years. In view of 
this serious loss and ineonvenience to the Department and 
to the Churches concerned, I am convinced that all residen- 
tial schools built in the future should be of fireproof 
construction throughout. I an equally convinced that it 
will be almost impossible to secure the funds necessary 
to construct such buildings. The number of resicential 
schools that shoule be built and the type of construction 
Ls, of course, a matter of government policy. owever, 
4t does seem to me economically unsound to insist upon

Referring to our conversation of a few days ago in Atlin 
regarding the Orphan,Destitute and 1T.B.Indian Children belonging 
to the R.C.Church in the Stikin Agency as well as in the Yukon, 

I would suzgest that the Department of Indian Affairs build a 
combination Boarding School and Preventorium capable of accom=- 
pope thy some 50 or 60 children and located at a convenient point 
on the frontier ofthe Yukon and British Columbia. 

Our Church would welcome such a move and would be willim 
to assist the Department by providing an adequate staff ofnursing 
and teaching sisters for the work;I understand that a suitable 
pece of land belonging to the Government could be found at Tagsh 
where the barracks of the Mounted Police used to be located in 
the days of the Klondike rush;there 1is,atsuch a point, an abundan=- 
ce of game and fish,and’ some natural meadows where fodder could be 
easily obtained for a few heads of cattle.The altitude is ideal 
for the treatment of Tubereulosis,and the climate dry and salubrious; 
Tagish being only some 12 miles from Carcross can easily be reached 
either overland or by boat. 

I firmly count on your cooperation to get the Department in- 
terested in an enterprise which would mean so much for the welfare 
of many Indian Children of the Stikin Agency and the Yukon.

However, were such an enterprise ent »rtained, there is little 
doubt that some control of our vexed T.B,. situation could 
be mantained; and as it is utterly impossible to segre-

I have your letter of the 14th instant 
with reference to your interview with Bishop 
Coudert, 0.M.I., with regard to the establishment 
of a boarding school and preventorium at Tagish 
Lake. 


Several Indian residential schools have 
been destroyed by fire within the last two or three 
years but it has been found impossible to secure 
funds for rebuildi them. It is most unlikely 
that any Indien residential schools will be con- 
structed for the duration of the war and conse- 
quently you should advise Bishop Coudert that no 
consideration ean be given, at the present time, 
to his proposals regarding Tagish Lake.

Extract from Father Plourde'ts letter of March 26, 1942, 


His Excellency Bishop Coudert, the Co-adjutor 
of the Prince Rupert Diocese, wrote me, on November 27th 
last, a lenethy letter regarding the needs of the 
Catholic Indians in the Yukon Territory. Unfortunately 
the letter has just reached me and it is only today that 
I am able to call your attention to its contents. [I 
can think of no better method of doing so than by 
quoting the Bishopts letter itself; 


"Re Catholic Boarding School for the Catholic 
Indians of Northern B.C. and the Yukon. The former 
Indian Arent of Telegraph Creek has recognized the 
necessity of such a school and has written to that 
effect to the Department on April 14th of this year; 
we have now a dozen Indian children from the North in 
our School of Lejac; those children have been sent to 
Lejac partly at our own expense and partly at the 
expense of the Department; owing to the exhorbitant 
price of transportation to Le jac and to the isolation 
of those children from their parents and tribe, the 
present arrangement is very unsatisfactory; a school 
of some fifty or sixty children in the North, at Tagish 
Lake or elsewhere, would be filled Overnight; I insist, 
therefore, that the Government give due consideration 
to our very legitimate request." 


Could you please let me know as soon as 


possible what can be done to meet the wishes of His

Memorandum for file: 


The Rt. Rev. I. Coudert, Yishop in charge of 
the Prince Rupert Diocese, and Father Plourde, called this 
afternoon and discussed with me generally the situation among 
the Indians in norther British Columbia and the Yukon 
Territory. They brought up three particular matters: 


1. the appointment of a nurse with headquarters either at 
Whitehorse or Teslin. 


2. the establishment of a residential school at Teslin, 
3. the establishment of a hospital at Watson Lake. 


In reference to the appointment of a nurse. 
I told them that the matter had recently been brought: to our 
attention and thet I knew that Doctor Moore had already been 
employing Nurse “eaudoin on several occasions, and that we 
could not make her appointment a year-round one until we had 
obtained the approval of the Commission and Treasury Board 
to the creation of the positions. I promised that the matter 
would be given consideration. 


Bishop Coudert discussed at some length the 
need for a residential school at Teslin. I asked him the 
number of children that would be served if it were established 
there. I went over the populations with him and he gave me 
the following figures. The following reserves are those 
which could be served by the school. The figures, according 
to the 1939 census, are as follows. The figures in brackets 
are those which Bishop Voudert now says are Roman Catholics.

Bishop Soudert stated that there were approx- 
imately 620 Indians of Yatholic faith at the above Reserves 
and that according to his estimates there were 60 children in 
Waukon of school age (between 7 and 16 years) and 52 in British 
Columbia. He represented that if a school were constructed at 
Teslin Lake with the advent of the Alaska Highway it would be 
@ simple matter to allow the children te return to their parents 
during the summer holidays, At present any children who are 
receiving residential school training from these areas very 
seldon see their parente, once they are enrolled, until they 
are let out of the school.

I am taking occasion of this communication to 
urge again the officials of the Indian Department to 
take ir.to serious consideration our oft repeated request 
that something be done early in Northern British Columbia 
and the Yukon about the erection of a Catholic Boarding 
School and Preventorium for the destitute and orphan 
Indian children of that area whose number is daily 
increasing owing to the high mortality rate of the 
parents. 


I wish to call the attention of the officials 
of the Department that according to our files, the 
question of a boarding school in the extreme Northern 
portion of British Columbia or along the boundary line 
of the Yukon was taken up by our Church officials with 
the Department of Indian Affairs as early &s August, 
1925. I am sending copies of said files to Father 
Plourde for reference. 


I sincerely hope to see such an important 
question finally settled along the lines suggested by 
our missionaries before the present generation becomes 
altogether extinct. 


You may admire our patience and perseverance 
over these twenty years of begging and knocking at the 
door of the Government for the sake of its most derelict 
wards; but, for our part, I must admit that we feel 
rather scandalized at the attitude of indifference, not 
to say of utter callousness, assumed by the responsible 
officials of the Government in regard to the treatment 
of those entrusted to their care.

I beg to call your attention to the fact that for the past few years 
I have time and again, directly and through Father 0. Plourde, pointed out to 
the various Officials of the Branch the necessity of having a Catholic Residential 
School at Teslin, Y.T., for the children of Catholic Indians of the Yukon and Northern 
B.C. whose life is essentially nomadic, and especially for the benefit of orphan 
and underprivileged Indian children. 

Allow me to insist again on the urgency of a solution to be given to 
this request on the part of the Branch in view of the following data: 


A. My Diocese or Vicariate Apostolic, covering the whole of tie Yukon, 
and the Northern portion of B.C. located along the Alaska Highway and know as the 
Telegraph Creek, and Fort Nelson and the Atlin Districts, has a Catholic Indian 
population of well over 900 Indians, viz:

- The two nearest Boarding Schools are:

In Fort Providence,N.W.T.,located at least 500 miles from 
the nearest Indian Band, viz: that of Fort Nelson. 


N.B.-Those two Boarding Schools are 2100 miles apart from each 
other by the nearest means of communication. 


We have no children in the Boarding School of Fort Providence on 
account of the difficulties of communication. 

We have 27 Orphan or Destitute children in the Lejac School, sent 
for an indefinite period of time by the authority of Agent Sampson, following the 
epidemics which have worked havoc among the Indians of the Stikine Agency these past 


few years. 
Therefore, altogether, hardly 102 Catholic Indian Children of my 


diocese have an opportunity of attending any school, 
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D. I must, moreover, call your attention to a strange situation arising 
in Carcross, where, owing to the presence of an Anglican Boarding 
School in the vicinity, five of our Catholic Indian Children have 
been induced to attend the Anglican School, because there were no 
school facilities of any kind for them within hundreds of miles, ' 

The enclosed letter from the parents of some of those children 
shows to the evidence how reluctant the parents were to have their 
children admitted to such a school, against their own conscience. 

I hepe that said children have been duly registered as Catholics 

on the school roll, and I would request the Branch to make a thorough 
investigation into the matter. 

The other Catholic families of Carcross have begged me time and again 
to petition the Government for a boarding school of their ow faith 
in the Yukon, being reluctant to have their children sent over 1000 
miles away from them to Lejac for their education. Meanwhile, they 
prefer to see their children deprived of schooling rather than have 
them enrolled in the local Anglican Boarding School.

Teslin is the most central place of my diocese for such a school; the 
most distant points of my diocese where Catholic Indians are to be found are less than 
500 miles from Teslin, such as Fort Nelson in the extreme East, Telegraph Creek in the 
extreme South, Snag in the extreme West, and Mayo in the extreme North. 
Teslin is conveniently located on the Alaska Highway and easy of access at 
any time of the year; it has a modern airport, a Post Office and two local stores. 
Moreover, we have in Teslin a well established mission, with two residing 
missionaries, a large residence for our steff, a modern building for class rooms and 
a spacious church. It is located on the lake shore where an abundant supply of good 
water can easily be obtained; it is a good country for fish and meat, and we have plenty 
of room for the erection of the Boarding School on the mission property which comprises 
some 4 acres of land, already cleared for the purpose. 


I beg, therefore, the Indian Branch to ask for an appropriation of at least 
$30,000.00 as an outright grant in order to help us to erect without any further delay 
the urgently needed Institution for the education of our Catholic Indien Children, 
especially for those among them who are orphans, destitute or otherwise absolutely unable 
to attend any other school.

I am sending forward herewith copy 
of a letter relating to the above noted subject received by 
me from the Reverend J. 0. Plourde, 0.M.I. 


The desirability of establishing a 
Residential School in the Teslin district has been reviewed 
on more than one occasion during the last three or four-year 
period, and Bishop Coudert, who visited Ottawa a few weeks ago, 
discussed the matter with me rather fully at that time. It 
would appear that the claims of Bishop Coudert for Residential 
School accommodation in his diocese will have to be very care- 
fully and sympathetically reviewed at an early date. The cost 
of sending orphans and neglected Indian children to Lejac or 
Grouard is likely to prove almost prohibitive. This, in my 
judgment, is a district in which we should have a thorough 
educational survey at the earliest possible date. You may 
remember that Inspector Coleman, who visited this district 
about three years ago, was very critical in his report of the 
instruction provided at Indian Day Schools, particularly schools 
operating on ea seasonal basis. 


The figures submitted by Bishop Coudert 
appear to be very conservative. The census report now in course 
of preparation shows a Catholic Indian population in the Yukon 
Agency of 307; at Fort Simpson, of 803; and in the Stikine Agency, 
457, making a total of 1567. In view of all the circumstances,

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may I recommend that the Inspector of Indian Schools for British 
Columbia be asked immediately following his appointment to under- 
take an educational survey of this district. In this survey, the 
Inspector might be accompanied by a man such as Mr. Anfield, who 
has had years of experience in the operation of a Residential 
School and a man who should have a thorough knowledge of the ed- 
ucational needs of Indians. If Indian Agent Anfield is not avail~ 
able, we might be able to secure the assistance and cooperation of 
the School Inspector about to be appointed by the N.W.T. Council.

For your information,snd in order that you may check with the School Forms 
of Admission to said School,I am herewith sending to you some of the Baptism Certi- 
ficates found in our local Registers.According to the testinhies of Mrs,Billy Johnson 
and My,Bill Hall,all their children would have been baptized in the Catholic Vhurch, 
put I was unable to trace the records previous to my time,

Proposed Indian Residential School, (R.C, )Teslin Lake 


The following points were raised by Bishop Coudert 
and Father Plourde with Mr. Hoey and myself at a meeting held in 
my office on October 25, 1946: 
Ae The Bishop has selected a tentative site for the school and 
pointed out the following factors as advantages in favour 
of his location:- 
(1) It is 1/2 mile to the north of the Airport at Teslin Lake. 
(2) Abundant water should be available from nearby streams, 
(3) The Alaska Highway goes right by this site. 
(4) It is 14 miles from the Indian village at Teslin. 


(5) There is a bus along the highway either two or three 
times a week, depending upon the season of the year. 


(6) It is 110 miles south of Whitehorse and 450 miles north 
of Fort Nelson, thus placing it in a strategic position 
for the admission of pupils from the entire area of 
his Diocese. 


An area estimated at 640 acres would be required and 
this should be readily obtainable at this site. 


There is plenty of wood available for fuel purposes. 
following decisions were reached: 


That a start be made towards the establishment of a 
residential school in this area.

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That a survey be made as soon as weather conditions 
in the Spring permit by Mr. Clark and Mr. McKinnon 
(It was later suggested by the Director that the 
Bishop nominate a Brother of the Oblate Order who 
had considerable building experience in the North 
to assist these two in the survey.) 


That the Crown Assets Allocation Committee and the 
War Assets Corporation be approached to ascertain the 
availability of surplus building materials and Army 
Camps along the Alaska Highway in the general area 

of this site. 


That @ start be made on this school even on a small 
scale of some 30 or 40 students. 


(5) That the North west Territories Bureau be approached 
to ascertain the availability of the required acreage 
in the vicinity of Teslin. 


The Bishop had previously interviewed Mr. Jackson and it 

is understood that he concurs in the general proposal for 

the establishment of a residential school in the Bishop's 

Diocese and that the Welfare and Training Service is 

required to work out the necessary details for the fulfil- 
ment of the above proposals.

Reference complaint of Bishop Coudert, Whitehorse, contained 
in your letter of 2nd ultimo, file 166-15-1 (Wr 1) concerning 
Luoy Ward's Children, Atlin, B.C. This settlement being in 
the Stikine Agency, I communicated the complaint to Indian 
Agent R.H.S. Sampson, 


Second complaint of Bishop coudert concerned neglected children 
of Dick Bean Charlie, Whitehorse, Y.T. Mr. and Mrs, Dick Bean 
Charlie are notorious characters here, both being alcoholics of 
the poorest types, though Dick has the reputation of being one 

of the best hunters in the area when sober. 


After consultation with the N.C.0. i/c R.C.M.P. here, it was 
decided that a joint charge of Failing to Provide the Necessaries 
of Life to Minor Children (Sec, 242, subsec. 3 (b) C.C.C.), be 
laid, the R.C.M.P. prosecuting, This was subsequently done and 
on December 17th were tried before Magistrate J.A. Sitmhons. 
Witnesses for prosecution included Dr, F.B. Roth, Miss M. Hackett 
P.H.N.e, and the undersigned, Accused were found guilty as 
charged and entered into Recognizance for Suspended Sentence 

as per Sec. 1081 C.C.C. 


A difficult situation arose in connection with the care of 

the children. Mr. and Mrs, Charlie are members of the Church 
of England, some of the children are baptized Roman Catholic 
though without the consent of the father, and the children 
regularly attend the Mission Day School of Rev. H.I. Lee, It 
was agreed amongst all interested parties including attending 
ministers that the father be asked his wish as to his children, 
He stated he wished them to continue living at the Rev. Lee's 
school, where they are now being well looked after, This was 
agreed to by the presiding magistrate, 


Margaret Charlie, age 12, Jackie agel@, Nancy age 9 attend 
Whitehorse Indian Day School and are maintained by Rev. Lee, 
Rose age 3 } lives with her brothers and sisters afe the school 
but does not attend classes, Annie age 18 months is presently 
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a patient at the Whitehorse General Hospitel and enquiries 
are now being made for a suitable foster home - a rather 
difficult task owing to the poor reputation the Charlies 
have with the other Indians. 


Terms of Recognizance state that Mr. and Mrs. Dick Bean 
Charlie are on probation for the term of one year, the 
inference being that the children will be returned to their 
parents at the end of that time if in the best interests of 
all concerned. 


In the meantime four children are being maintained by Rev. 
Lee, In the ordinary course of events It might have been 
possible to place these neglected children with foster 

parents at moderate expense. I would therefor suggest 

that Rev. Lee be compensated for actual expense of maintaining 
the four above mentioned Charley children. I might add that 
a nephew of the Charleys, Donald Miller age 6 is also being 
now maintained at the hitehorse Indian School, though the 
Charleys draw Family Allowance 4n his support, he being an 
orphane 


May I please be advised as to what reimbursement Rev. Lee 
should be granted for the four children he is maintaining.

Dear Bishop Coudert: 


I have been following up the helpful suggestions 
you made in your letter of Deceuber 13th, and i am glad to be 
able to tell you that we have settled, at least tentatively, 
some questions relating to the Tealin building project. 


Mr. Indian Agent Meek has quite recently obtained 
for our use some nearby buildings. It is not expected that 
they will be useable as school buildings but the lumber from 
them will be useful to the contractor or, alternatively, they 
may afford teuporary housing for the workers on the project. 


The location which you now suggest is regerded 
favourebly, but there ie some question as to how much frontage 
on the highway we shall be permitted to occupy. “e should, as 
soon as possible, select all land to be occupied and arrange 
for a survey to be made. In this connection the factors of 
fuel, water for all purposes, and suitable arable land enter 
into our calculations. 


The continued availability of drinking water 
and electric power from R.0.A.¥. sources has still to be 
determined in the light of developments affecting the 
pefence Forces. 


I have asked Mr. Indian Agent Meek to indicate 
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the earliest appropriate date when our Educational Surveys 
Officer (Mr. Clark) may proceed to Teslin for consultation 
with you and the officials concerned.

Mr. Meek Indian Agent at Whitehorse was obliged to leave on a# nine 
day trip with the Doctor in connection with Indian Affairs, about the time I 
had an opportunity of going over this proposed Site for an Industrial School. 
Will try and arrange to visit this Site with hin early next week. In the 
meantime would like to suggest that the Salvaging of lumber from purchased 
buildings could be started at any time. 


This Area of approximately seven acres bordering Fox Creek to the 
East and facing on Teslin Lake is I think, about the best building Site in 
proximity to Teslin. 


Timber Growth 

This area was burnt over some years ago and there is some dead timber 
lying over the surface. The second growth Poplar is small ami fairly dense, in 
places but very little under brush over the entire acerage am sone widely spaced 
very ettractive looking Spruce end Pine trees (which &pparently ceme through the 
fire) between the 15 and 20 foot contours. Should this location be finally 
decided on, care should be taken in clearing property in order to preserve sane 
of the staming timber. 


Soil 

Sub soil gravel to depth of same seven feet, fran exposed gravel 
excavations. Top soil fine, sandy, with light covering sandy clay. Would appeer 
to have possitilities for vegetable growth from present covering of timber and 
grass, and is very similiar to soil along Lake Superior, at the Japanese Camps, 
where we had some success growing vegetables by using a heavy coating of ferti- 
lizer end disking it into the sandy topsoil. 


Water 

Would suggest the most im portent features in connection with this Site, 
would be to try for water, some place close to this place shown as Clearing on 
Sketche Mr. Meek mentioned using weter from Teslin Lake, but waild draw attention 
to the fact thet when the Lake level lowers, the weter line recedes to a consi- 
dernble distance out on the shallow shore line on this lake, and might prove an 
expensive operation, especially during the winter months. This Creek flows during 
sone winters, but fron information availetle it sane times freezes and would be 
rather questionable as a steady water supply for a school. 


Electric Power 
1@ Airport have been aipplying the Village of Teslin from their plant 
at 5¢ ea kilowat, but the Villege has now been notified that this service is to be 
discontinued. Understend their plant et the Airport is not in the best of condi- 
tien, end supply from this source would now appeer to be very questionable. 
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Owing to the timber growth, and using a hand level, working back from 
lake level, these contours as shown, will not of course be too accurate but the 
general picture should be fairly clos». Should you think it necessary I could 
hire a couple of men and cut the necessary lines for a more accurate description 
of this Aree, or better still, I think it would be advisable to have cleering 
coupleted first before definitely deciding on the proper buildirg site for a 
school. 


An fairly certain this is the best available site for an Industrial 
School] - but I think the sinking of a well for water supply should be given first 


consideration.

Re Teslin Indian Residential School, On July 26th telegram was 
sent by me requesting authority to obtain Indian as watchmen for 
material being stored on proposed site of school, On August 2nd 
I was asked for the cost of hiring a watchman and to which I 
replied on August 4th. I was not able to advise lr. R.1. Porsild 
until Aug. 1geh that hiring of a watchman was not authorized, 


As moving material started on dug. 4th, Forsild on his own initiative 
hired an Indian from Teslin at the rate of $7.00 per day. Standard 
rate of pay in the Yukon this summer has been $1.00 per hour, and I 
would not consider $7,00 per day excessive. On Aug. U4th I visited 
the site in company with A. MacDougall, Surveys and Engineering Branch, 
Whitehorse, who instructed Dick Morris to sink several holes in 
connection with water and sewerage problems. 


Communications between this office and Mir. Porsild were none too 
good, and at times it was a couple of days before information could 
reach him.

Re - Representations by Bishop Coderre of Whitehorse 
and Father Plourde 


These two gentlemen called on me yesterday afternoon, 
and the points covered in our conversation can be summarized 
as follows: 


(a) They are very anxious to have progress made with the 
Teslin School. They argue that if local contractors 
are not in a position to undertake this work, it should 
be given to a company from Vancouver, Calgary or Edmonton. 


(b) They wish to have the Canol Road kept open as far as the 
Ross River (160 miles from Johnson's Crossing). They 
Claim that this will be of great help in their missionary 
work, as well as being valuable from the standpoint of 
mining and transportation generally. 


They pointed out that the Indians at Watson Lake are 

in the Stikine Agency. It takes the agent from Telegraph 
Creek three or four days to go down to the coast, come 

up through Skagway and Carcross to Whitehorse and thus 
make his way to Watson Lake. They suggest that the 
Indians at Watson Lake could be much better taken care 

of if they are placed under Mr. Meek, who is stationed 

at Whitehorse. 


Many of the children in Whitehorse have no opportunity 

of going to a Catholic residential school except at Skagway 
(in United States territory). The Catholic school at the 
latter place will take these children at $300 each per 
annum, and the representatives of the church want to know 
whether we would approve of such an arrangement. The 
proposal is, of course, only for a temporary arrangement 
while awaiting the completion of the Teslin School. They 
Pointed out that a number of Canadian half-breeds are 
already going to the Skagway school. 
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I said that I thought that there would be a good deal 
of difficulty in getting the Canadian Government to 
agree to pay for the education of Canadian Indians in 


an United States School. However, I should like to 
have your views on this matter. 


The Catholic Church wants to build a school at Yellowknife. 
In view of the fact that our new school there is large 
enough to take care of all the children in the area, it 
is my feeling that if the Catholic Church insists on 
putting up a school there, it should be prepared to 
defray all the costs in connection therewith. We can, 
of course, make arrangements for the church to give 
instruction after hours in the present school if they 
wish to do so. I do not, however, see any reason for 
our taking part in the construction of duplicate and 
unnecessary facilities. 


The church officials were very upset over delays that 
have taken place in purchasing articles for their schools 
in the west. They stated that after approval of the 
expenditure had been obtained it was often months before 
our Purchasing Department got around to obtaining the 
desired commodities. They would like to have the system 
re-arranged so that purchasing can be done in the areas 

They stated 
that this was the case in previous years, and they would 
like to have it revived. 


They put in a word for Mr. John McIsaac, a road builder 
in the Yukon area who is anxious to get a contract in 
connection with the Atlin Road. They say that he has 

all the necessary equipment, is a responsibile person of 
good character, and they would like to have him employed. 
I made no promise in this connection. 


Will you please let me have your comments on these 
suggestions at your convenience.

Re - Indian Residential School, 
Teslin ukon Territory. 
There is urgent need for the early construction of 
this school which is estimated to cost in the neighbourhood 


of $200,000. It is likely that the Job will be done by contract 
on a cost-plus-fixed-fee basis. 


Our problem is supervision, We are very short of 
qualified architects and engineers and we cannot afford to 
assign anyone full time to this particular project. On the 
other hand, we know from discussions which we have had about 
Whitehorse buildings that your department is well organized 
to carry on or to supervise construction activities in this 
area. Moreover, the construction of typically northern 
buildings would seem to be along the line of training. 


Under these circumstances, I venture to bespeak your 
co-operation. I would ask that your department assume the 
responsibility for inspection ana contiruous supervision of 
construction of operations which will be arranged under contract. 
The accounting problem will be taken care of by the Comptroller 
of the Treasury. If, as we hope, you are able to agree to undertake 
the supervision feature for us, we will be glad if you will let 
us know as quickly as possible and we will ask the Indian Agent 
for the district to get in touch with your command at Whitehorse 
to f:cilitate the assembling of topographical and other site 
data required immediately.

Reference telegram from Col. B.F. Neary of 29th instant 
re feasibility of using Carmacks coal at Teslin Indian 
Residential School, now in course of planning. 


I am advised by the Deputy Mining Recorder, Mr, &@.M. Emery, 
that coal from the government sponsored mine at Carmacks 

can be brought upstream by barge, the probable selling price 
at Whitehorse will be $17.00 per ton. It is about 110 
miles from the wharf to site of proposed school, Present 
hauling rate is .10¢ per ton mile, The final price of $28,00 
per ton will vary considerably until all phases of this new 
enterprise have been worked out. 


Wood sells at an average of $16,00 per cord. It is generally 
considered that one ton of coal is the equivalent of two cords 
of wood. It would appear probable that a slight saving in 

f cost of fuel will be obtained by the use of coal. Any further 


information in this regard will be communicated to you,

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Domestic het water should be heated by means of en indirect steam 
fed heater connected through a pressure reducing valve from the high 
pressure heeder, for winter service. The storage tenk should be le- 
coated in the boiler house, and the water circulated to the buildings 
by means of @ relatively inexpensive circulating pump. For summer 
service when leandry operations do not require the deily use of the 
high pressure boiler, « high test jacket heater should be provided 
to heat domestic hot water. 


It is understood thet electrical energy will be provided by diesel 
generating equipment leceted in the power house. 


The above outline describes « aimple high pressure heating design, 
the advantage of whieh far outway those whieh may be gained by low pressure 
service. Should Iniian Affairs wish et some tine in the future to increase 
the sise of the institution, « plant gueh as outlined would be flexible 
enough to handle a reasonable additional leed without adding to the equipment. 


Indien Affeirs will be advised that well qualified operating per- 
gonnel will be imperative. 


Rogerding the project generally, Mr. Buck aivises that after con- 
tacting the Directorate of Works ani Accommodation, Department of Netional 
Defence, the date thet hes elready been requested from the Commander, Northwest 
Highway System, is expected in Ottewa about June 10th, and it is therefore, 
reasonable to expect that copies of seh dete can be furnished you about the 
16th instant. ‘This would possibly enable you to complete working drewings 
and specifications by your estimated date of June 50th next. 


We will write you further within the next few days rogerding the 
preperation of an agreement between the crown ami yourself at which time we 
will also discuss the matter of obteining blueprints of the drawings ani 
copies of the speci fication required for inviting tenderse

The correspondence and reports attached to your 
letter of Februery 4th have received eonsideration here at some 
length. Our Educational Survey Officer recommended the following 
educational improveuents which might effect the Stikine - gency: 


(1) The construction of a Residential School at 
Teslin, Yukon. 

(2) The enlargement and improvement of a Residential 
School at Carcross. 


His other recommendations have resulted in the 
opening of day schools at Whitehorse and Mayo. However, he did 
not cover the Northern British Columbia area. On further 
discussion with Major MacKay this morning it is felt that 
Inspector Davey should consider the possibility of making an 
Educational Survey of this area. 


The Hesidential School at Teslin should be 
constructed this summer if all goes well, with a proposed 
pupilage of one hundred and twenty. Arrangements have been made 
by our Lands and Development Services branch to have this 
building constructed under the supervision of Canadian Army 
engineers. However, we will keep you advised as to the progress 
made with regard to this building in view of the large number of 
children from Northern British Columbia who will probably attend. 
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We have also had a request for 
another R.C. Residential School at Fort St. John. 
However, no action has been taken with regard to this 
proposal and none will be taken until Inspector D: vey 
has had an opportunity of surveying the situation. 


Major MacKay mentioned that he had 
discussed the matter with Inspector Davey and suggested 
that at least a month would be necessary for such a trip. 
It is expected that it will be mid-June before this survey 
can be carried out.

At the request of Mr. Buck and Mr. Noffke, we 
contacted Bishop Coudert at Whitehorse, Y. T., with regard to the 
heating system for the Teslin Residential School. We have now 
received a reply from Bishop Coudert, reading as follows:- 


"You may be acquainted with the fact that, at the 
urgent request of the Deputy Minister himself, the coal mines of 
Carmacks have reopened lest Fall and are in operation; their main 
objective, however, is to supply the Mayo Mines and the Dawson 
district in the northern portion of the Yukon; when and at what 
price shall we be able to obtain such a coal for the town of 
Whitehorse and the surrounding district is still a problematic 
question which the Deputy Minister himself could answer much 
better then I could.-If coal was available here in Whitehorse at 
@ reasonable price within a year, it would be better, of course, 
to figure on a heating system run with coal. 


"Meanwhile, we are of the opinion that it would be 
gafer for a few years to come to depend on the wood supply which 
is rather abundant in the surrounding of Teslin, and might be 
obtained at a cheaper price than the coal. we would, therefore, 
for the present, still wouch for a furnace heated by wood, at 
least for the general heating system of the buildings.

Run of mine 
coal is used in these heaters. Although tons of 
coal have been fed to each heater all winter, the 
grates have never been dug out at any time nor has 
a clinker or piece of slate been picked out of 
either one. All that has been necessary to do is 
give the grates a slight shake. The ash is very 
fine and is estimated to be about 9-10%. A great 
heat with long flame is given off from the run of 
mine product. 


The eventual cost of coal at Teslin will, of course, 
depend upon whether you will require graded or run of mine 
coal for the school. While the information I have given you 
4s not very definite as to what the delivered price would be, 
you nevertheless have « fairly close indication and I should 
like to know your reaction in regard to the price and the 
using of coal rather than wood for heating of the school. If 
I had your thoughts on the matter, it might enable me to exert 
more pressure upon Mr. Connell in regard to making arrange- 
ments for delivery of coal to Whitehorse from this Government 
assisted project. It seems to me that the market available 
from Whitehorse, including the railway, will be large and that 
some arrangement for the upstream transportation will have to 
be made as rapidly as possible. 


I shall advise you further as soon as I learn the outcome 
of Mr. Johnston's present trip.

The question of delivery of coal in Whitehorse 
has been discussed with the officials of the White Pass and 
Yukon, and they claim they have not the equipment (boats and 


barges) to handle both ore and concentrates from Mayo and 
coal from Carmacks. The United Keno Hill Mines Limited, 
under the circumstances, cannot press for delivery of coal to 
Whitehorse, as they have 5,000 to 6,000 tons of ore and con- 
centrates to be transported to Whitehorse and it is very 
essential that nothing interfre with the transportation 
company in making delivery to Whitehorse. 


Mr. A. W. Johnston left to-day for the Yukon, 
and he will discuss the situation with the White Pass.

Under date of June 12 I have provided you with a 
memorandum in regard to the above subject and mentioned 
that Mr. A. W. Johnston, Consulting Engineer for Mr. 

F., M. Connell, was leaving for the Yukon. 


In Toronto a few days ago Mr. W. H. Norrish had a 
chat with Mr. Johnston who expressed the view that a 
coal supply for the Indian School to be built at Teslin 
should not be depended upon for the coming winter. Mr. 
Johnston thought that a wood supply should be laid in 
but that it might be possible to provide a small 
quantity of coal for trial during the coming winter. 


We now have a copy of a report dated July 135 which 
Mr. Johnston has written for Mr. Connell, in which he 
states that coal from the mine at Carmacks has now 
started moving to Mayo and to Dawson, but that movement 
is slow because of a lack of barge space. While the 
White Pass and Yukon Route anticipates being able to 
move substantial quantities of coal to Dawson and Mayo 
during this navigation season, the delivery of coal to 
Whitehorse, on the other hand, is problematical. Mr. 
Johnston states that after several conferences with the 
White Pass and Yukon on this point, they feel they can 
give no assurance of carrying any appreciable tonnage 
upstream to Whitehorse this season due to congestion on 
the boats and barges. It is hoped that towards the end 
of the season some coal may be moved upriver, but Mr. 
Johnston says that householders and other potential 
users should not count upon coal this season. He also 
indicates that Yukon Coal is expecting the market on 
the river and upstream to Whitehorse to become very 
important, with White Pass and Yukon potential users of 
10,000 to 15,000 tons of the Carmacks coal per year. 
As far as the future is concerned, it would appear that 
Yukon Coal will be definitely making every effort to get 
into the Whitehorse market and to have coal available 
for such potential customers as the Teslin school. Mr. 
Rogers, President of the White Pass and Yukon, is stated 
to be very interested in the whole matter and realizes 
the necessity of providing barges especially for the 
coal movement.

The estimated cost of the several buildings designed 
by Mr. Noffke was, as you will recall, nearly five 
hundred thousand dollers. 


He was, therefore, asked to re-design his plans for 
the school by eliminating some of the play-room 
space, consolidating the buildings, etc. 


He was not asked to reduce the size of the dormitories 
because of the recommendations made by Inspector 

Davey after his educational survey of the Stikine 
Agency. You will recall the contents of this re- 

port made in answer partially to a request made 

by Bishop Jordan for another R.C. residential School 
at or near Fort St. John, B.C. I have attached Mr. 
Arneil's letter in answer to an Army Signal sent 
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him concerning this report, 


I understand from the Chief Architect that the 
outline of the new plans will be ready today or 
tomorrow. 


In conclusion may I point out 


(a) The pupilage of this school has not 
definitely been settled at 160. If 
the estimated cost of the re-designed 
plans is still too high, we may have 
to consider a much smaller pupilage 
for this school. 


It never was our intention to have this 
school for only the Indian children of 
Bishop Coudert's diocese. We have other 
children for whom we must provide ed- 
ucational facilities in the Fort St. John 
Agency (B.C. and Alberta) and the Stikine 
Agency (B.C.) as well as in the Yukon 
Agency.

I have just heard that your branch of Indian Affairs 
is calling for tenders for the erection of a new residential 
Indian School at Teslin, Yukon, at a cost of $700,000, to house 
120 pupils. 


The majority of Indians in the Yukon Territory are 
non-Roman Catholic, and frankly the numbers and names of those whom 
the R. C, authorities claim should be examined. In the last 
eighteen months I have visited all the larger settlements of Indians. 
Only at one (Kluane) can they be said to be the ministering Church 
to the majority. At Teslin, before the opening of a joint English- 
Indian School, the Anglicans had a greater attendance than at the 
R.C,. School, which on a visit during the winter I noticed was closed, 
I have also visited Villa@es, Selkirk, Carmacks, Koos River, 
Moosehide, Old Cyow and Mayo, where I honestly do not believe R.C. 
adherents number ten all places together. If the Roman Catholics 
need a school then the site should be much further south than Yukon, 


You are aware of our repeated requests to have 
the Carcross School enlarged to accommodate the children of parents 
who wish their children to go there, Because I am convinced that 
there is no need commensurate with the R.C, Claim to have a school

Honourable and dear Sir: 
T have received word that the Department of Indian 

affairs is planning to erect an Indian Residentisl School at 

feslin in Yukon Territory for the Roman Catholics at a cost 

of $700,000, Surely my information must be incorrect, for 

I can hardly imagine such a project by the Roman Catholic 

Church in the Teslin area,- especially when the Department 

has stated that it is not able, due to lack of finances, to 

build a proper school at Atikaneg in the Whitefish Lake area 

in the Diocest of Athabasca in Northern Alberta. 


For some time, I was Bishop of Yukon with head- 
cuarters at Dawson City. At thet time, ut the beginning of 
the last decade, there was only one Roman Catholic priest in 
permanent residence in the whole of the Yukon, I frequently 
visited Teslin while I was Bishop and there was no Oman 
Catholic priest there, although sometimes a visit was made by 
a priest from outside Yukon, but they had practically no oman 
Catholic Indians in that area. All the Indians of that district 
look to the Anglican Church for spiritual administration. ‘e 
also, at our own cost, provoded a school teacher for the children 
at Teslin for five months of each year. The attendance would 
average about 30 children and I have been personally present at 
the school. The Koman Catholics did nothing of this kind for 
he Indian children, 
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Our Indian Residential School buildings at 
Whitefish Lake in this Diocese in Northern Alberta, are literally 
falling to pieces. They are all of logs and are absolutely 
inadequate for the accommodation of the children and staff, yet 
we have never been able to obtain a sufficient grant from the 
Department of Indian Affairs for the erection of suitable 
buildings,- and I assure you that the cost would be far less 
than $700,000. 


The Department is erecting, this year, a new 
school for the Anglican children at Wabasca, yet there is no 
proper residence being provided for the Principal of the 
wabasca Indian School, It also is of logs and is in terrible 
condition, The last time I was there in the Winter I nearly 
froze to death. The cold was terrible and the wind and cold 
penetrated the building. 


we have tried to co-operate fully with your 
Department and we have tried to play the game. How then is 
the Koman Catholic Church able to obtain a grant of $700,000 
for one residential school when the Anglican Church goes 
begging for a school at Whitefish Lake which would cost not 
more than one-seventh of the above amount? 


Moreover, as I have pointed out, practically all 
of the Teslin Indians were Anglican and I do not suppose they 
have changed since the last decade, 

I know you will forgive ine as I point out this 
seeming injustice and lack of proportion in the granting of 
funds for buildings and equipment which would be used in the 
eare of our Indian wards.

The amount of the insurance will be made payable to the 
Honourable Minister of the bepartment of Mines and Resources, 
Ottawa, Ontario, and the Contractor 4s his or their interest 
may appear. 


The policies will be delivered to the Chief »ngineer of the 
Department at Ottana, Ontario. 


14. INSURANCE - WAR KISKS, ETC.+:~ In addition to the usual fire 

ins rance required by the bepartnent, the Contractor shall in- 

sure all buildings, structures, or other works included in the 
contract with 4 reputable Insurance Company, covering loss or 
damage to the property caused by strikes, riots, lock-outs, 
labour disturbances or civil commotions, including malicious 
damage occasioned by persons resident or secretly in Canada 
and acting 48 agents of or in the interosts of foreign enemies. 
Such insurance shall cover all materials on hand and one-half 
of the amount of the contract until fifty per.cent of the work 
is done; and thereafter for the total amount of the contract 
until the date when the complete work is formally accepted by 
the Department.

The Contractor, or his Representative, 15 to give personal 
and constant attention to the work at the building, 48 well as 
at the workshops. 


None but skilled, expericnced workmen are to be employed 
on the work.

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17. DEVIATIONS:- No deviations are to be made by the Contractor from 
the dravings and specification without written authority from 
the Minister of Mines and Resources, and shall ony part of the 
work be executed in an unsatisfactory manner, the same shall 
be taken down and reconstructed at the expense of the Contractor. 


18. EXTRA “ORK:- No claim for extrs vork or materials of any nature 
Shall at any time bo recognized or entortained by the Department 
unless the Contractor must first obtain 4 written order from 
the Department of Mines and ResourcoSe 


19. GOODS AND MATERIALS: - All goods snd matorials of whatsoover 
nature used in the exccution of this contract must be natural 

or manufactured products of Canada unioss, in the opinion of 
the Minister of Mines and Kosourcoes, such goods and materials 
are not produced or monufactured in Canada. If goods or 
materials reyuired in the uxecution of this contract be not 
produced or manufactured in Canada, proforence will be given 
to goods and materials produccd or manufactured in other parts 
of tho British Empire. 


If, in the execution of any portion of this contract, the 
of coal is reyuired, {t must be of Canadian production. 


The notation as to country or origin of materials should in 
all cases be iven by bidders, if tender is to receive con- 
sideration. 


Unless otherwise expressly provided in the specification, 
all goods and materials supplied shall conform with the 
specifications of the Canadian Engineering standards Association 
or to the specifications of the recognized standards Association 
in the country of origin in the smpire and in cases where goods 
or materials are required, which are not of Canadian production 
or manufactur’, that the standards above mentioned shall apply. 


20. TRANSPORTATION OF MATERIALS AND PLANT: - All material and plant 
dsed in connection with the execution of this contract must be 
transported over railways operating in Canada or Canadian water- 


ways to the greatest possible extent. 


21. DEFECTIVE MATLRIALS:- All materials of whatsoever nature used 
throughout the works must be new and of the very best quality; no 
used, second hand, defective, unsound or improper materials, 
worked or otherwise, shall br brought to the premises, or used 
in the building and should the Contractor in cases that such 
material be brought, refuse to remove such material, tho Minister 
of Mines and Kesoureses or the Clerk of Works or any person 
appointed, may cause the same to be removed and replaced with fit 
and proper matcrial at the cost and charge of the Contractor and 
deduct the expenses from the amount due or accruing dué. 


No certificate givin, payment mado, partial or entire use of 
the building or equipment by the Government shall be construcd 4s 
an accuptance of defective vork or of improper matorials and the 
Contractor shall make cood at once, without cost to the Govern- 
ment, all such defective ork or material and the consequence 
resulting therefrom, before final certificate is issued. 


22. CARE OF "ORK:=- The Contractor will be held absolutely responsible 
for the care of the work anda vhatever appertains thereto from 
the commencement of same to its actual completion. 


23. DRAVINGS ANI SPECIFIC. TIONS: = The work is intended to be complete 
in every respect. The Contractor shell abide by and comply with 
the true intent and meaning of all the drawings and the specifi- 
cations taken as & whole as they are intended, to co-operate and 
to provide for and comprise everything necessary for the complete 
finish of the work. Any work shown on the drawings, even if not 
particularly described in the specification, or vice versa, is to 
be done by the Contractor 4s if it were both shown and specified, 
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® Should any dispute arise respecting the true construction 
and meaning of the drawings or specification, or should any 
portion of same be obscure or capable of more than one con- 
struction, the same shall ve decided by the Architect or Chief 
Engineer, whose decision shall be final. 


All lettering on the dravings is to be considered as part 
of the specification and contract. 


Drawings, specifications and details to ve produced when 
required, carefully used and returned to the vepartment at the 
completion of the building. 


In all cases, figured dimensions are to be followed in 
preference to those ascertained by scale. 


24. SHOP DRAYINGS:- ‘The Contractor shall furnish to the Architect or 
Chief mngineer in charge, for approval, duplicate sects of 
detailed shep drawings for all structural steel or any other 
specific work for which these drawings may be reyuired. 


The approval of the Architect or Chief Lnginevr of such 
shop drawings shail be, and mutually is understood, to refer to 
general design only. If errors in the detailed dimensions 
or interference with the vork «re noticed, the attention of tho 
Architect or Chief Engineer to the Contractor shall be called 
to such errors or interferences; but the approval of tho 
dramings will not in any »ay relieve the Contractor from res 
ponsibility for said errors or intorferences, or from the 
necessity of furnishing such vork and materials as may be re- 
quired for the completion of the work as called for in the plans 
and specifications.

by the Department. In no case will any excuse, or ordinary care, 
be allowed when the nature of the case requires extra care. 
As the building progresses, the Contractor shell take particular 
care of all finished work, which shall at all times be covered 
up and thoroughly protected from injury or defacement. The 
Contractor is to keep all walls covered every night and at all 
other times when liavle to be damaged by the weather. Should 
any damage arise from any cause, the same shall be made good by 
the Contractor to tne satisfaction of the Honourable the Minister 
of Mines and Resources. 
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The Department will not be held responsible for anything 
injured, incorrect, stolen or lost. 


29. TEMPORARY HEATING:- The Contractor must make every provision for 
heating the building until it is i:inally accepted and taken 
over by the Department. He must provide all fuel and attandance 
for firing; the temperature must be kept up throughout the 
building to at least 60 degrees Fahr., during the erection and 
the completion of all interioi work and until the building is 
finally accepted and tuiken over by the bepartment. 


30. CLOSING DO"N “YORK: - Should the work be elosed down for any 
cause, the Contractor must essume all responsibility for its 
proper protection during such period. He must protect all 
footings, foundation work or any other mork liable to be 
damaged. 


$l. OTHER YORKS:- If at any time during the progress of the work, 
the Minister of Mines and Kesources should consider it advisable 
to have other work than that included in the contract executed 
by other parties during the construction and completion of the 
building, and before it is finally accepted, he reserves the 
right to employ such person or parties 4s he may deem necessary, 
and the party or partics to this contract must allow such 
employees to work on the building, or doposit on the site, any

32. OVERLOADING:- No part of the structure shall be loaded during the 
Construction with a load greater than it is calculated to bear 
safely then completed.

Should any accident occur 
through the violation of this requirement, the Government will 
hold the Contractor solely enswerable and liable. 


33. SIDEVALKS AND DRIVE"AYS: - Where carting is done over sidewalks or 
drives, they must be protected by planking proporly secured and 
all damage caused to the sidewalks must be made good by the 
Contractor to the satisfaction of the Local Authoritios. 


34. PLANT:- The Contractor shall supply all transportation, labour, 
materials, scaffolding, plant, tools, templets, cuntres, cranes, 
derricks, ladders, moulds, patterns, and every article required 
to carry out the work.

Any additional plant or equipment not owned by the 
Contractor at the date of the contract, purchased for use in 
carrying out the work covered by the present contract, shall 
be produced or manufactured in Canada, provided same are 
obtainable in Canada.

36. SCHEDULL 9 UNIT PRICES:- Previous to the commencement of the 
work the contractor shall submit a schedule of unit prices for 
all materials worked and in place and for excavetion, etc., 
which shall upon approval of the Architect or Chief sngineer, 
form a basis for all payments, adjustments for alterations, 


additions or omissions to the work during the existence of the 
contract. 


The Contractor shall also submit 4 classification of costs 
at the senedule of unit prices submitted, aggregating the total 
contract price. Dept. No. 913 
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37. PATENTS:- All royalties for patents that may be involved in the 
erection o. tie structure shell be included in this contract, 
and the Contractor shall satisfy all demands that may be made 

at any time for such, and be liable for any damage for in- 
fringement thereof. 


38. CLOSING BUILDING Ally RADIATLON: - The General Gontractor shall 
close in the building and shall heat tne building during the 
winter months 4s required. The heating Contractor shall put 

up all radiation placed in position for temporary heating end 


remove and re-erect as required for the several sub-contractors. 


39. LABOUR CONDITIONS: - Parties tendering, if called upon to enter 
into a contract for the work shown on the drawings or specified 
here will be bound to agree and conform with labour conditions 

as set out under this heading.

All excavation shall 
be to the depths indicated by the several sections on the several 
plans. Excavate for all footings, walls, piers, drains for sewer 
and water, drains for water supply from lake, and all excavation 
for all inside and outside piping. hll excavation shall be carried 
to depths shown on the drawings.

5. UNIT PRICE - EXTRA EXCAVATION: - When the excavations have becn 
completed to the various depths and extent as shown on or re- 
quired by the drawings for the proper installetion of the work, 
the Contractor shall immediately notify the supervising 
Architect or Clerk of “orks so that he may have the samo in- 
spceted and tested if necessary. If in the opinion of the 
supervising Architect or Clerk of Works it should be found 
necessary, the excavations shall be carried to 4 greater 
depth or extent than shown on drawings and the Contractor will 
bo ontitlod to additional payment only for such extra ex- 
cavated material as authorized. The Contractor will be held 
responsible and will not be entitled to oxtra payment should 
he carry the excavations to a greator depth or extent without 
authority frou the supervising architect or Clerk of Yorks. 
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a The Contractor shall stato in his tonder unit prices per 
cubic yard for oxcavation, 4s undernoted, and these prices 
shall apply to any additions or omissions ijn excavation worki-

Note - The term rock means solid rock or rock masses which 
Cannot be removed without blasting, or dutachcd rock or 
boulders which measure one cubic yard or more in volume. 


The Contractor shall execute any other excavation work 
at the price stated in his tender when instructed by the super- 
vising Architcct or Clurk of Yorks. 


EXCAVATIONS FREE FROM “ATLH:- Any water thet may accumulate in 
tho basement or oxcavations during the progress of the work, 
cither from rain, springs, floods or other causes, shall be 
baled or pumped out or otherwise removed from the site and the 
basemont and all excavations must be kupt civan, free from 
water and dry until the work is completed. 


SHORING:- Provide necessary shoring to hold up banks of ox- 
cavations if neccessary. 


BACK FILLING:- Whon all founcation walls, vetc.e, aro completed 
and #11 sewers, drains, water pipes, etc., are laid and all 
work has been inspected and approved, the Contractor shall do 
all back filling required and as diroctod. All back filling 
shall be done with approved materiel furnished by the Vontractor 
carefully filled in and thoroughly rammed at every foot in height 
to the finished grade. Back filling shall be soakcd with wator 
if so dusired. 


9. DISTURBANCE OF DKAINAGE:- If it should prove necvussary during the 
prosecution of the work to intercept or obstruct the natural 
drainage of the surface or the flow of artificial drains, the 
Contractor shall provide for same during the progress of the work 
in such a manner that no damage shali result. The Contractor 
will be hold liable for any noglect to provide for cither the 
natural or artificial drainege which ho may interrupt, and for 
all damage which may result therufrom during the progress of the 
work. 


10. DRAIN TRENCHUS:=- The trenches for drains and sewers shall be in 
@ll casos excavated wide enough to allow 4 space of 12" on each 
side of the collars of the pipes, when properly laid so that 
workmen can walk along the trench without stepping on the pipes. 


fhe drain pipes shall be bedded in such © manner that the 
pipes will rest solidly for their entire length. No drain pipes 
are to be laid until the trenches for same have been inspected 
and approved; nor any drain to be covered in before being tested 
and approved. Tho filling in over all drains shall be done in 
the most careful manner with approved material furnished by the 
Contractor, so as not to damage or displace the pipes; and the 
filling in shall be well rammed at every foot in height to the 
finished ground surface. 


11. DRAINS:- 4Asl drains inside the building will be of cast iron under 
“the plumbing contract. Drains to septs tank and disposal bed 

shall be of best yuality of salt-glazed socket-joined, carthon- 
ware pipes from building to septic tank, of such sizes as indicated 
on the drawings, filletted with tue best Portland cement on a 
gasket of oakum and to be provided with all necessary bends and 
junctions, etc. All pipes shall be accurately laid with proper 
and approved fall. Each pipe shall be closely butted into the 
socket of the preceding pipe, and special care must be taken that 
any excess coment is neatly cleaned off as cach joint is made. 
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Any carth, cement or material is to be thoroughly cleaned 
out of the pipes by drawing 4 closely fitting wad through them 
as the work proceeds. 


The size of the pipes and the quantity thereof and the 
method of laying shall be as indicated on the drawings showing 
the septic tank. 


The pipes from septic tank to filter beds shall be graded 
tovards the latter. No-Co-Rode Perforated libre Tile, or equal, 
in the filter bed shall be laid level and shall be laid on a 
prepared gravel bed covered with 18" of gravel.

14. GENERAL:- The whole of the above work shall bo done in 4 work- 
manilike mannor and all to the entire satisfaction of the 
supervising 4rchitect or Clerk of Works. 
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CONCRETE “ORK 


All clauses set forth in the General and Labour Conditions 
shall apply to and govern this tradc. 


SCOPE OF “ORK:= The work required to be done under this Contract 
will bo all the concrete work of all walls, footings, picrs, 
septic tank and sump, conerete stops and slabs, all as shown by 
the several dravings hereto attached and as hereinafter specified. 


1. PORTLAND CEMENT: ~- All cement shall be first-class Portland cement 
of a standard brand, bearing @ good reputation and of uniform 
quality. It shall be free from lumps and be packed in barrels 

or strong cloth sacks. Bach package shall have printed upon it 
the brand and name of the Manufacturers. All cement shall conform 
with the requirements of the Standards Specification for Portland 
cement of the Canadian ingineocring Standards Association. Tho 
cement shall be protected from the weather and tho floor upon 
which it is placed shall be at least 12" above the ground. It 
shall be stored so 4s to permit of easy access for inspection 

and identification of each shipment. A sufficient quantity shall 
be kept on hand at all times 50 that tests may be made to detcr- 
mine its quality.

4. WATER:- Provide 4 supply of clean, fresh vater for use of all the 
works. 


5. STRENGTH OF CONCRLTE:~ All concrete for exterior basement walls, 
footings and basement floor slab shall have 4 compressive strength 
at the age of 28 days of 3000 lbs. per square inch with a water 
cement ratio of 44 Imperial Gallons of water per 87% lbs. net sack 

of cement. 


6. WATER-CEMENT HRATIO:~= All concrete must be proportioned to give 
the necessary workability wi thout exceeding the quantities of 
mixing vater stipulated in Clause 6. This water-cement ratio is 
the maximum permissible. The mixes shall be proportioned for 
somewhat lower ratios so that with the normal fluctuations from 
batch-to-batch this ratio will not be exceeded. Moisture 
contained in the aggregate must be included as part of the mixing 
mater in computing the water-cement ratios 


The water-cement ratio shall not be changed except when 
directed by the Department's Reprosentative. In the ovent of 
such change being ordered, the Contractor shall do so without 
extra cost to the Government. 

2, CONCRETE PROPORTIONS:- The propprtions of 4: gregate to cemont

as to produce concrete of the consistency specifica hereafter.

In case the concercte resulting from a mixture of aggregates 
approaching the extreme limits of gradation is not of a workable 
character, or when finished does not exhibit a proper surface, 
the Contractor shall alter the grading 35S will be directed by 
the supervising Architect or Clerk of Yorks, the water-cement 
ratio remaining constant. 


8. CONTROL OF >ROPORTIONS: - The methods of measuring materials shall 
be such that the proportions of water to coment can be easily 
controlled during the progress of the work and easily checked at 
any time. The aggregates shall be of uniform quality and grading 
and shall be delivered to the building and hancled in such 4 
manner that variations in moisture contont shall not occur. 


MIXING:- All materials for concrete are to be mixed by 4& mechanical 
batch mixer of approved type equipped with suitable charging 
hopper, reservoirs and measuring devices for all materials. the 
rim speed of the mixer shall be about 200' per minute and the 
cherge not exceeding the Manufacturer's rated capacity. The 
mixing of each batch shall continue for not less than three 
minutes after all the materials sre in the mixer. ho hand 
mixing of concrete will be permitted. 


CONSISTLNCY: - The concrete shall be of 4 plastic consistency 
which shall be so established by the Department's Representative 
who may employ the slump test for meintainin, the consistency 


required. 


SLUM?_TESTS:- The Contractor shall provide a metal form of #20 
gauge galvanized iron for making slump tests also a 5/8" metal 
rod 21" long. The form shall be 4" diameter at the top and 8" 
diameter at the bottom and 12" high. Tests shall be made by the 
Contractor in the presence of the Inspector, once or twice daily, 
as may ve directed by the supervising Architect or Clerk of Vorks. 
The slump shall be from 2" to 4" for plain concrete end 4" to 6" 
for reinforced concrete.

13. UNIT PRICES - #XTRA CONCRETE: - The Contractor shall state in his 
tender prices per cubic yard for any additional concrete ro- 
quired in any part of the foundation walls, piers, footings, 
etce., or elsewhere throughout the building. These prices shall 
include the plecing of all concroto. All extra concrete which 
may be ordered vill be measured “hen completed and payment for 
same will be made at the rate per cubic yard as stated in his 
tondor. 


The Contractor shall also state a price per square foot for 
any additional wood forms which may be required. 


The Contractor must execute any extra concrete and form 
work at the prices stated in his tender when instructed by the 
supervising Architect or Clerk of “orkse 


14. FORMS:- The Contractor shall provide and fix all forms and 
centering required for concrete work including footings, walls, 
piers, columns, slabs, steps and machinery piers, etc. 


All forms shall be made of good sound lumber of sufficient 
size and strength to withstand the pressure mithout bending; 
they will be tight to prevent the loss of cement, well con- 
structed, properly braced and made so 4s to be easily removed 
without damaging the concrete. 


All forms coming in contact with concrete shall be sized 
to a uniform thickness; all other posts, braces, etc., may be 
rough. All forms for ng to columns are to be held together 
by bolts and openings pystematically left at bottom to facilitate 
cleaning out of debris. 


OMISSIONS:-= If during the construction of the building, it is 
found that any portion of the concrete work specified or shown 
throuchout the building can be omitted, the supervising 
Architect or Clerk of “orks reserves the right to omit such 
portions of the concrete work as he may see fit and the deductions 
made fy m tho contract price for any concrete work omitted shall 
be at the rates for concrete and form work stated by the 
Contractor in his tender for additional worke 


16. PLACING CONCRETE: = Immediately after mixing, the concrete shall 
be deposited in the forms. All forms must be well wet down 
before placing the concrete and @ thorough inspection must bo 
mad vpefore depositing to sec that all chips and dirt are re- 
moved and that all temporary bracing and cleats are out and that 
all openings left for cleaning columns are closed. 


The concrete shall be conveyed in place in such a manner that 
there will be no distinct separation of the different ingredients. 
Care must be used not to displace reinforceaent. The work is to 
be brought up uniformly and no layers less than 12" will be 
allowed in walls. 


Pouring of all concrete shall be continuous using approved 
mechanical vibrator. The Contractor shall arrange his work in 
such a manner to accomplish this where possible to prevent voids. 


All exposed concretu walls shall be of 4 rich smooth coment 
surface, rubbing down any impurfections, and filling any cement 
crevices, and brushed vith approved white coment at completion 
of all trades as directed. Samplo of cement brushing shall be 
submitted and allowed to weathor, and whon approved by the super- 
vising Architect or Clerk of “orks, shall be applied. 


When after excavation isolated areas show signs of frost, 
no conerete shall be placed before such areas are free of frost. 
No valls or footings shall bo placed on frozen ground. 
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BONDING OLD AND NE’ CONCRETE:- All joints are to be roughened, 
thoroughly cleaned and well wetted vefore fresh concrete is 
poured. Said joints are to be coated with pure cement mortar 
if judged necessary by the Officer in Charge. 


FROST PREVENTION:- “hen the temperature is below 40 degrees Fahr., 
all materials for concrete must be heated and such precautions 
as the Clerk of Works may direct must be teken to protect the 
concrete from freezing, either before or after the placing of 
same, or the officer may direct the entire suspension of the 
concrete work until the temperature is above 40 degroes. 


REMOVAL OF FORMS:- No forms aro to be romoved until authorized 
by the Architect, or his Representative. All wire, clamps, etCe, 
shall be cut off flush with concrete. 


VOIDS:- Voids or stone pockets discovered after removal of the 

forms shall be filled in until passed upon by the Officer in 

Chargo. All such pockets shall be entirely removed until solid 
eoncrote is reached; the edges of the concrete shall be cut away 
square and truc, its surface woll watered and the opening filled 
with concrete or cement mortar, held in place with forms, if 
neccessary. 


CURING:- After the removal of forms, the concrete thus exposed 
must be protected from the effect of the sun by covorings and 
by copious watcrings for 4 poriod of not less than ton days. 


FOOTINGS:= All footings 4s shown for inside and outside walls, 
piers, posts, entrances and landings, steps, ramps, stair rail, 
all as shown by tho several drawings for the building, shall be 
of such shape, thicknoss and width as indicated on the sovoral 
drawings and the several details relating thereto, and all shall 
be constructed of Class “BY concrote having & strength of 0000 
lbs. 2s specified in Clause 5. 


WALLS:- All oxterior and interior walls from top of footings to 
hoights indicated on the drawings including all piors, posts, 
entrancos and landings, steps, ramps, stair rails, all as shown 
by the several drawings for the pbuilding shall be of such shape, 
thickness, heights 4s indicated on the several drawings and tho 
several details relating thereto and all shall be constructed of 
Glass "A" concrete, having 4 strength of 3000 lbs. 4s specified 
in Clause 5. 


Form footings and walls for flag pole base 4s indicated by 
the plan and elevation, Sheet No. 15, made of $000 1b. concrete. 


Set all anchors, bolts, and reinforcing steel as shown by 
the several dravings and detail in true and accurate manner. 


All window and door lintels where shown and required shall 
be reinforced with steel rods as indicated on the drawings. 


Set approved hard mastic expansion joints at points shown 
in floor slabs. 


Build in sleeves for plumbing, heating and other trades 
required. 


24. ANCHORS:- Build in all anchors of such sizes 4s indicated, together 


with anchors provided by other trades for the attachment of their 
work. 


25. PITS:- The sump pits in Boiler Koom B-9 including walls and floors 
thereof, shall be made of 3000 lbs. concrete, including 10% 
additionel of approved waterproofing compound, trowelled smooth. 
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26, CONCHET# FLOORS:- The mhole of the basement floor as shown by 
Sheet Number 3 shall have concrete floors consisting of 8" 
broken stone well tamped. Over the 8" of broken stone, lay 8 
slab of Class "A" concrete 4" thick with 10% of approved water- 
proofing additional, and reinforced with 6" x 6" by #8/8 wire 
mesh, as indicated on the drawings with 1" x 4" mastic expansion 
joints at walls and partitions, 


Yhere hereinafter specified as noted for the several rooms, 
concrete floors shall have 1" monolithic concrete topping with 
or without 6" concrete run moulded base prepared and executed 
in best manner. All as indicated by Basement floor plan, 

Sheet Number 3 and as noted for the several rooms as follows:

The following rooms shall have 4" concrete slab trowelled 
smooth to recsive grease-proof nastic tile or hard mastic:

Yhe 1" monolithic finish vill not be necessary under greasi~ 
proof mastic tile or hard mastic floors, but the floors shall be 
carried to proper height so tnat the sevoral floor finishes of 
the several rooms shall be on the same level. 


All stairs, landings, steps and risers of the several sets 
of stairs as shown on Sheets 3, 4 and 5, and as shown by the 
several sections shall «11 be of reinforced concrete as shown and 
hereinafter specified. 


All steps and landings shall have carborundum gu insects, 
t'o to each stup, as shown by the typical stair section A-A, 
Sheot Number 5. 


(1) Preparation of Base Slab: The base slab should be 
brushed or raked wien partially set, in order to score the sur- 
face, thus promoting 4 thorough mechanical bond between slab 
and finish course; if the base slab is dried out before topping 
course is laid, soak samo well before placing finish.

The whole of the above rooms shall have 3/16" mastic 
grease-resisting tile of such colour 4s will be selected. 
The size of the tile shall be 12% x12" and shall be set on 
the 4" concrete slab previously specified in mastic emulsion 
and left clean at the completion of ail trades. The tile 
shell be approved by the Department before being laid, and 
shall be guaranteed for a4 period of five years. 


29. “INDO AND DOOR SILLS:- All basement windon and door sills shall 
have coment rendering as shown by typical wall section, Sheet #6, 
weathered and shaped to shed the water, using 4 rich cement 
mixture with 10% integral waterproofing compound.

by Sections. It will further include the 
concrete slab over par joist. It gill include all the re- 
inforcing for outside stairs 45 shovn on Sheet No- 4 ana all 
the reinforcing for concrete stairs and landings 45 shown by 
Sheets No. 3, 4 and 5, and beans 4S shown on the several plans 
and sections. Reinforcing for mindow and door lintels of the 
several elevations of boiler and electrical plant is also 
included. All reinforcing for valls, roof and floor of septic 
tank size as shown, and such other reinforcing steel as shown 
or required throughout the building. 


All reinforcement steel shall conform with the Standard

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@ The door frames and doors shall be as shown by the detail 6 
drawing, Sheet No. 7. The sizes of all doors both for inside 
and outside are indicated by the several drawings. 


13. SCREENS: - Provide and install 1 1/8" screens with standard gauge 
copper mesh wire screening. 


14. {RIN:- The interior trim, such as base, architrave, window stool 
and apron, picture and other mouldings shall be as shown on the 
several sections and shall be of stock. 


HOSE CABINETS:= Provide and build hose cabinets as shown by the 
Trawings, Sheet No. 5. 


CLOTHES CUPBOAKDS:- The clothes cupboards for each bedroom shall 
consist of 7/8" x 10" shelf above base and 7/8" x 12" shelf 7'6" 
high from floor, with 7/8" pin rail and 14" pipe clothes hanger 
rail.

MEDICINS CABINE?S:- Build in wall one medicine cabinet in the 
following rooms. First Floor 1-5, 1-22 and 1-32. Second Floor 
2-4, 2-7, 2-9 and 2-11, all where shown. 


BLACKBOARDS:= Tho blackboards in main building, Rooms Nos. 1-9, 
Lele, 1-23 and 1-27 on tho first floor shall be as indicated 
for the walls of each classroom and according to the neights 
as shown vy the sections and by the details, Sheet No. 4. The 
blackboards shall be hard masonite blackboard, sample to be sub- 
mitted. 


LINOLEUM:- Contractor shall submit separate price for the linoleum 
as hereinafter specificd. 


Linoleum shall be provided and cemented in the folloving 
rooms: The whole of the first floor except Rooms 1-8, Girls'

This Contractor will also install effective grounding of 
one side of the systen if such is required by the janufacturer's 
instructions. 


4. SPAKE PARTS:- Spares as listed below shall be left with the 
tenants of the building on completion of the job. These spare 
parts shall include tue following:

5. INSPECTION AND PFRIOMMANCL:- Inspection of the installetion and 
performance tests shall be carried out in the presence of the 
authorized representative of the Department and the results shall 
be to his satisfaction. A couplete set of instructions and 
repair lists shall be provided and a minimum period of one week 
of schooling given the operators on the job in regard to the 
operation and maintenance of the equipment. 

6. GUARANTEE: The equipment supplied under this contract shall be 
accompanied mith the Mauufacturer's warranty against defects in 
material and workmanship, and with assurance that repair parts 
and efficie t service will be promptly available if and when 


needed. Contractor shall jake good for one year at his expense 
for any part or parts that should prove defective. 
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HO ATING SY STLM 


All general and labour conditions accompanyins 
specification shall apply to and govern the work to 0 
under this contract. The contractor must be @ reputable, 
recognized Heating Contractor, fully experienced in the use 
and proper performance of the equipment nereinafter specified. 


4ll material, equipment and work shall aonform to 
Dominion, Provincial and local ordinances, regulations and 
standards. 


1. WORK INCLUDED:- This contract shall include the furnishing of 

all necessary materials, equipment, labour, transportation, 

etc., for the conplete installation of a steam heating system 
with controls as shown on plans or hereinafter specified; that 
is all boilers, breechings, fuel-burning equipment, pumps, 
radiators, piping, shut-off valves, float valves, drip traps, 
regulating valves, thermostats, unit haters, sleeves, hangers, 
supports and insulation, and any equipment essential to complete 
and make this work & first-class job, but not specified or shown 
on plans. 


The Heating Contractor will be responsible for water 
service required for operation of the heating system and he will 
be responsible for extending vater service within the 
puilding to meet the requirements of the heating systen. 


The Heating Contractor will provide all individual dis- 
connect switches with suitable over-load protection for 
electrical apparatus to be installed under this contract. 

He will mount and do all wiring between the svitches or 
thermostats or other control apparatus supplied under this 
contract and the apparatus it controls. Pover wires between 
power panels and switches for heating system apparatus will 
be done by others. 


The Heating Con*ractor will do any cutting and patching 
of a minor nature that may be reyuired to pass pipe through 
walls, floors or partitions. All structural alterations re- 
quiring the employment of other trades will be done by others. 
The Heating Contractor mill give proper notice of alterations 
required and mill be responsible for correct position of all 
sleeves for masonry construction and will supply and supervise 
placing of sane. Exposed piping running in finished portions 
of the building will be decorated by others. 


Boiler foundations will be supplied by others. 


2. GENERAL: - Contract drawings indicate the extent and general 
arrangement of the heating system and any departures from 
the contract dravings that are deemed necessary by the 
Contractor, details of such departures ana reasons thereof, 
shall be submitted as soon 4&8 practical to the vepartmont 
for approval. No such departure shall be made without the 
prior written approval of the bepartment. 


It is contemplated that another storey, over the centre 
portion, will be added to the building at some future date, and 
mains and risurs have been sized on this basis, risers being 
capped at the floor of the second floor. Space has been pro- 
vided for a second boiler to be installed, when and if the 
addition to thie building is made. 


The equipment to be furnished under this specification shall 
be essontially the standard product of the manufacturer. there 
tuo or more units of the sanc class of cquipment are royuired, 
these units shall be the product of tho single manufacturer. 
However, the component parts of the equipment need not be the 
products of tac same manufacturer. 
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As soon as practical ané within thirty days after the date 
of award of the contract, before commencement of installation 
of any materials or equipment, 4 complete schedule of the 
equipment and materials proposed for installation shall be 
submitted for the approval of the Department. the schedule 
shall include catalogues, cuts, diagrams, dravings and such 
other descriptive data as may be required by the Department. 

In the event of any items of materials or equipment contained 
in the schedule fail to comply with the specification re- 
quirements, such items may be rejected. 


Plans show the approximate location of piping and 
apparatus, which can be altered vithout charge to the vLepartment, 
to conform with structural conditions, ete. The contractor is 
responsible for all measurements. All devices and specialties 
shall be installed according to tho wanuracturers! instructions 
and requirements. 


The contractor shall co-operate with other trades to 
assure a completed job. All major items of Mechanical 
equipment shail be of the best quality normally used for the 
purpose in gr0d commercial practice and shall be the products 
of reputable nanufacturers. Each major component of equipment 
shell have the manufacturer's namo, address and catalogue 
number on the name plates, securely fixed in a conspicuous 
place. The name plate of the distributing agent only will not 
be acceptable. All belts, pulleys, chains, gears, couplings, 
projecting set-screws, keys and other rotating parts located 
so that any person may cone in close proximity thereto, shall be 
fully enclosed or properly guarded. 


The system shall be made to withstand a working pressure 
of 125 pounds. Any material not specified or shown on dravings 
required to complete the work must be supplied by the contractor 
without extra charge, it being understood that the amount of 
tender shall cover everything necessary for a first-class job.

2. CONDLASATE PUY PING UNITS:- The condensate pumping units will be 
automatic in operation and shall be single or duplex as shown 
on the dravings. They will be voerticel or horizontal type 4s 
indicatcd. 


Horizontal units shall consist of one or two pumps, vach 
direct-connectod to their motors with a sinwzle ruceciver, all 
mounted on a suitable cast iron or stvvul base. The pumps shall 
bo of the Centrifugal or Turbine type, bronze fitted throughout 
with impellers of bronze or corrosion resistant metal eas approved 
by the Department. The pumps shall be free from air binding 
when handling condensate with tumperatures up to 200 degs.

8. PIPING:- Pipe shall be cut accuratcly to measurements established 
at tho building and shall be orked into place without springing 
or forcing, properly clearing all windows, doors and other 
openings. Risers to upper floors will be run uxposed and also 
run-outs on the ceilings below. Every effort vill be made to 
preserve the appearance of the rooms or spaces in which tho 
piping runs. Lxcessive cutting or other seakoning of tho 
building structure to facilitate piping installation vill not be 
permitted. All pipes shail have burrs removed by reaming and 
shall be so installed as to pormit frveve expansion and contraction 
without damage to joints or hangors. 


All changes in direction shall be made with fittings, svxcept 
the bending of pipe up to and including tio inch nominal diameter 
shell be permitted, provided a hydraulic pipyw bender is used. 

Bont pipe shoving kinks, yrinkles or othur malformations will 

not be acceptable. All boiler outlets hall be run full size to 
the main or header. All horizontal mains shall pitch dovn in th- 
direction of flov with a grade of not less than 1 inch in 40 

fect or as shown on dravings. Piping connections to uquipment moll 
be in accordance with details shovn on the drawings or as diroctoud 
by the cengineor., All open ends of pipe lines or equipment shall 
be properly capped or plugged during installation to kcop dirt 

or other forvign aterial out of th. system. All pipe not othvur- 
vise specifiod shall be uncoated. Fittings smaller than 4" shall 
bu seruved. Fittings 4" and larger shail be flanged. Fittings 
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may be welded as specified below. Unless otherwise specified, 
or shown on dravings, final connection to all appliances shall 
be made with black malleable iron unions for pipe 3 inches in 
diameter or less and ~ith flanges for all pipe 3% inches in 
diameter or more. 


All pipe will be nev, black, wrought iron pipe except 
cold water pipe, which will be galvanized. hll piping will 
be designed for steam werking pressure of 125 pounds per square 
inch gauge. 


All joints betveen sections of pipe and betreen pipe and 
fittings 1} inches and larger may be fusion-welded, The 
welding shall be in accordance with the recommendations of the 
American “‘elding Society or other recognized authority. All 
changes in direction ana intersections of lines shall be made 
mith welding fittings except as otherwise specifically per- 
mitted hereinbefore. Mitering of pipe to form elbows, notching 
straight runs to form tees, or any similar construction will 
not be permitted. ‘Welding fittings shall be installed on all 
welded lines. 


Gaskets for flanged connections shall be of 1/16 inch 
thick asbestos packing. Branches shall be taken from the top 
of the supply mains at an angle of 45 degrees above the 
horizontal, unless otherwise indicated on the drawings.

No supports, anchors or stays shall 
be attached in placos where they sill injure the construction 
either in installing or by the ~vight or thu expansion of the pipe 
line. Detail dravings of all pipe anchors shall bo submitted to 
the Enginueur for approval before installation. 
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All pipes passing through masonry construction shall be 
fisted with sleeves. Hach slveve shall extend through its 
respective floor or wall and shall be cut flush with each 
surface unless otherwise required.

Traps ill be sized with load 
factors of not less than 3 to 1, basod on full discharge capacity 
at the minimum pressure differential. 


12. 1S: Valves shall be installed at the locations shown on the 
here specified and where required for the proper function 

of the system. Gate Valves shall be used unless otherwise shown, 
specified or directed. All valves shall de installed ith their 
stems or spindles above the horizontal. Radiator V lves shall 
be plated bronze body, packloss valves of the quick oponing type, 
fitted with black hvat resisting, non-breakable composition mheol 
handles. Stems are to be non-rising and valve seats renewable. 
Radiator Valves will be bollows, packless type or diaphragm 
packless type. 


13. STRAINERS:- Basket or 'Y¥' type Strainers shall be of the same 
sizu as the pipo lines in which they are installed. Whe straincr 
bodies shall be heavy and durable of the best grade grey cast iron 
with bottoms drilled end plugged. The bodies shell have arroms 
clearly cast on the side to indicate the dircetion of tlov. 

Bach Strainer shall be cquipped “ith an vasy removable cover and 
sodiment basket. Basket shall be of not less than .025 inch 
thick, 22 gsuge, shovet brass, having perforations to providu a 
net free area through the basket of at least four times that of 
the entering pipe. Thu flow shall be into the basket ond out 
through the porforations. Dept. No. 915 
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14. ELEZCTRIC4SL "ORK: - This contractor shall be responsible for all 
necessary wiring in connection vith this heating systea and 
supply all Switches, Thermostats, etc-, required for proper 

performance of the heating equipment. All units and associated 
thermostats to be wired to circuits provided by others. 


No wire smaller than #12 B&S gauge shall be installed. 
Wiring shall be concealed wherever building construction 
permits. All electrical work shall be done by qualified 
electricians and shall‘be in accordance with the Rules and 
Regulations of the Local Authorities and of the Canadian 
Ylectrical Code. This contractor shall obtain all necessary 
permits and, on completion of the job, shall obtain 4 certi- 
ficate of acceptance from the Provincial Inspection pepartment 
for the Officer in charge of Vorks. 


15. CLEANING BOILER AND PIPING:- Before any covering is installed, 
the entire Heating Systen will be cleaned under supervision of 
the Engineer. Lach Boiler will be filled with water and fire 

started. a temporary connection will be made from -he safety 
valve or surface blow off opening to the sever or elsewhere 
outside the building. The boiler Stop Valve will be closed. 
When the vater in the boiler starts poiling, the feed cock shall 
be opened & saall amount and sufficient to keep the vater in the 
boiler at the point where the water, oil and grease vill siphon 
through the hose connection at the top of the poiler. ‘This 

will be kept up for tvo hours during which tine 4 good hot fire 
will be maintained and not over five pounds per square inch 
gauge pressure will be kept on the boiler. Should 4 steady ater 
line not be obtained shen the stop valves are opened and the 
entire system connected to the boiler, thon the above process 
will be repeated as often as necessary. When the boiler has been 
cleuaned, a steam pressure of ten pounds gauge will be maintained 
on the entire system for 4 period of six hours or for sufficient 
tine to allow of en inspection of all heating units, pipe, 
fittings and specialtics to be made by the Engineer. Any leaks 
found vill be noted and made good and the tost will be repeated 
as often as necessary until no leaks can be found. During the 
above test or tests, temporary connections will be made from 

the return mains to sever or out of doors and no condensate “ill 
be alloved to enter pump receivers. The receivers will be in- 
spectod and cleaned during this period. During the tost, all 
units must heat uniformly and without noise. Any trap found 
defective or any cases of vater hammer whatsoever must be 
corrected. All strainers will bo inspected and clcaned as ofton 
as necessary to insure that the system has been eclvared of all 
dirt, oil, grease, sand or scale. 


16. BOILIR COVSRING:- If unjacketed the boiler shall be covered with 
magnesia, glass-fiber, or rock-vool insulation at least 13" 

thick. Insulation shall be applied over 13" mesh wire netting. 
The netting shall be neld away from the boiler by metal spacers 
fastened to the wire. A&A finish coat, containing & suitable 
amount of portland cement, shall be applied and trowelled to 4 
hard smooth surface. Cleanout and access doors shall not be 
insulated, but the insulation shall be neatly bevelled off at 
the edges of such openings. 


17. PIPE COVERING: = Steam piping exposed in heated spaces and all 
piping located in unheated spaces shall be insulated with pipe 
covering. All concealed piping shall be covered. Pipe covering 
for piping carrying steam nith pressure of 30 lbs. per square 
inch or over and piping exposed in unexcavated spaces shall be 
of standard-thickness magnesia, or & mineral wool, glass-fibre, 
or vermiculite of such thickness a6 to give an over-all thermal 
conductivity at the applicable temperature nov in excess of 
standard-thickness magnesia. All other pipe covering shall be 
asbestos air-cell, one inch thick, or 4n equal pipe covering 
approved by the bngineer. All covering shall be held in place 
with brass strips not less than gu wide. Strips shall be spaced 
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to hold the centre and ends of each section and in no case 
shall the spacing exceed 18 inches. Valves and fittings, 
é& except unions and flanges, shall be covered with magnesia conent ® 
glass-fibre, or mineral-wool cement of the same thickness as 
the pipe covering. £11 plastic insulation shall be protected 
by means of cotton sheeting, weighing not less than 3.5 ounces 
per yard per 37% inches wide, pasted neatly over the material. 


18. PAINTING AND FINISHING:- This contractor will be responsible for 
painting and finishing in all unfinished rooms or spaces 
including Boiler Room, Pump Room, etc. All floors, walls and 
ceilings will be left in a clean condition and in good state of 
repair. All exposed piping and iron work of stokers, boilers, 
pumps, ete., will be given two coats of paint to colour as 
selected by the lngineer. P.uint will be high quality and 
suitable for the surface to be covered and aust be approved by 
the sngineer before use. 


TOOLS:= All tools necessary for tae proper operation and main- 
tenance of the pumps and other equipment shall be installed 
in a location end in a manner acceptable to the Engineer. 


OPSRATING AND “AINTENANC. INSZRUCTIONS:- Prinsed instructions 
covering the operation and maintenance of vach itom of equipment 
shall be posted at locations designated by the sngineer. Upon 
completion of the work and at a tine designated by the Engineer, 
the services of a competent enginecr shall be provided for 4 
period of not less than one day to instruct a representative of 
the government in tho operation and maintenance of the heating 
systems. Parts lists for all cquipment will be supplied. 


TEST:=- Upon completion and prior to acceptance of the installation, 
the contractor shall subject the heating system to such operating 
tests as may be required by the Engineer to denonstrate satis- 
factory functional and operating efficiency. Operating tests 
shall cover a period of not less than six hours for each system, 
and all tests shall be conducted at such times as the ungineer 
may direct. All instruments, facilities and labour required to 
properly conduct the tests shall be provided by the contractor 
at no additional cost to the Government and all fuel, water and 
electricity required for the tests will be furnished by the 
Government. 


PNEUMATIC CONTROLS:- Pneumatic Controls may be provided in lieu 
of electrical controls.

With reference to the proposed Teslin Indian Residential 
School, and file 942-5 (E), and file I.A. 1856-8 of Engineering 
and Construction Division of Lands and Development Services 
Branches 


I beg to advise that drawings and specifications of the 
proposed school were received at this office, and every 
assistance was given to contractors interested in the 
building. 


After an examination of the drawings and investigation of 
the source of the 120 Indian pupils for the school, and in 
view of changing circumstances, it is my opinion that such 
a large school is not justified. The buildings do not take 
advantage of native materials such as logs, and in some 
instances the specifications are difficult to fulfill and 
will prove costly. For instance Page 23, para. 38 of the 
Specifications calls for walks and drives to be rolled with 
a twenty ton roller, as there is no machine of this size in 
the Territory, the roller will have to be brought in at 
enormous expense. No advantage has been taken of the 
surplus electricity from the nearby R.C.A.B. powerhouses. 


The 1939 Cengus of Indians of Canada shows approximately 

11%, or 146 Indians, of the Yukon Agency to be Roman Catholic. 
Census figures for the Stikine Agency show 466 Roman Catholic 
and 305 Protestant Indians. There are 1352 Indians of the 
Yukon Agency shown as Anglican. As the latter group have 
only a simall (45 pupil) school at Carcross, and as they have 
been established for some 40 years there, it is possible they 
will request a justification of the proposed school. 


The changing circumstances mentioned above include the 
formation of a school board and the building of a new day 
school by the Province of B.C. at Lower Post, B.C., which 
will materially assist the 100 or so Indians of that immediate

area. They have been served in the past by a 
well-conducted seasonal school under the direction of 
Fr. P. Poulet 0.M.I., who informed me recently that 
his school would probably close when the Provincial 
school became a reality. 


On July 15th, 1949, I was requested to attend a meeting 

of the Directors of the Board of Trade, Whitehorse, at which 
I was asked to outline the events and steps leading up to 
the present situation with regard to the proposed Teslin 
Residential School. I gather there is a strained feeling, 
probably with no justification, by the parents in Whitehorse, 
owing to the almost complete lack of school facilities for 
more than 300 white children of the town. Until Mines and 
Resources in conjunction with Department of National Defence 
can build a school in Whitehorse, there will undoubtedly be 
opposition to any large scale school building for smaller 
population groups in the Yukon. 


I would recommend that a smaller school be built at Teslin; 
one to accomodate 50 or 60 children, as was originally 
proposed by Bishop Coudert O.M.I.

Reference the above and your file 942-5 (E). In December 
1946, Mr. Normile of Dawson Creek, B.C., purchased the whole 
of Camp 804 from War Assets Corporation. Shortly before 

this I had obtained six buildings from the Canadian Army at 
Whitehorse, for future use in connection with the above school, 
Mr. Normile has already staked property covering the area, 

and which includes the ground upon which our buildings stand. 


Only two buildings have any value as they stands Nos. 5 and 6,5 
being 20' x 48! frames structures in fairly good shape. They 
are in the centre of a group of buildings being used as a 
tourist camp, and operated by Mr. Normile. The other four 
buildings are in very poor shape, but there would be a certain 
amount of salvage lumber. 


I have taken up this matter with Mr. Villeux, War Assets Corp., 
Whitehorse, who advises me that he has looked thoroughly into 

the matter and finds the statements made by Mr. Normile correct. 
Fr. A. Drean 0.M.I., in a letter to you of May 15th suggests that 
lumber from these buildings be used by the Teslin natives for 
building homes. May I request that authority be granted for 
dismantling all buildings except Nos. 5 and 6, for use in the 
building of houses on Teslin Indian Reserve. 


As Buildings 5 and 6 are in good repair, may I have the wish of 
the department as to their disposal. It would be a waste of 
two perfectly good buildings to tear them down. Mr. Normile 
has been misinformed by W.A.C. and his cash payment included 
both these buildings. If they are not going to be used for 
the proposed school, may we turn them back to War Assets, or 
to the Canadian Army. In conclusion I might add that nothing 
has been removed from these buildings and they stand judt as we 


obtained them in 1946.

When Bishop Coudert and Father Plourde visited 
the Branch recently in connection with the above noted 
matter, we did not have available plans of Liard River 
Indian Reserve No. 3, but ordered several copies thereof, 
and I am enclosing herewith two copies of each of the plans 
showing the Reserve. 


From the course of the conversation, Bishop 
Coudert stated that the school would require about 50 acres 
and suggested that the site be in the east part of the 
Reserve between the river and the Alaska highway. As will 
be noted on plan B.C. 685, the area lying between the high- 
way and the river appears to be approximately somewhere 
between 50 and 70 acres, and provided there are no Indians 
resident thereon, there would appear no reason why this 
parcel should not be made the site for the new school, if 
that is satisfactory to you. 


It is assumed there is no formal Band Council 
on this Reserve, and we can hardly follow our customary 
procedure of setting aside the land for the use of the 
residential school following a Resolution of Council to 
that effect, and it is suggested that the preferable means 
of securing the use of this property would be to take it 
for school purposes by Order in Council passed under 
Section 11 of the Indian Act.

Following the visit of Bishop Coudert, Vicar Apostolic of 
Whitehorse and Reverend J,0, Plourde 0,M,I, to the Director of the 
Indian Affairs Branch and subsequently to the Director of the Lands 
and Development Services Branch, a meeting was arranged in the Chief 
Architect's office, where the matter of attempting to bring the cost 
of construction for the Teslin Residential School down to the level 
where it could be built at a cost approaching the funds allotted by

At the meeting were Bishop Coudert, Reverend J,0, Plourde,

He must provide all fuel ana attandance 
for firing; the temperature must be kept up throughout the 
pbuilding to at least 60 degrees Fahr., during the erection and 
the completion of all interio: work and until the building is 
finally accepted and taken over by the vepartment.

CLEAHING SITE: - The Contractor shall examine site and before any 

work is commenced shall clear and free the site of all ob- 

structions, romove all trees and other obstructions 4s requirod 
for the site of the building. 


SETTING OUT OF IORK:- The Contractor shall obtain exact highway 


Tine and refer +o the Plot Plans and set out of the work 4s for 
size, locations, depths, and grades. 


The Contractor shall employ 4 competent person during the 
construction of the building to establish all lines, levels, 
column centres, otc. No work shall be procvoded with until 
such lines, levels and centres have been approved by the super- 
vising Architect or Clerk of Works. 


The building shall be placed on the site as {ndicated by 
the Plot Plan, Sheet No. 1 of the drawings. ‘he site is con- 
sidered generally flat. The excavation from tne bpasoment shall 
be graded around the premises to @ height of about 1'6", which 
will require that amount of loss excavation as shown by the 
soctions.

water and dry until the work is compluted. 


SHORING:=- Provide necessary shoring to hold up banks of ox-

BACK FILLING:- Whon all founcation walls, vutc., 8re completed 
and 211 sewers, drains, water pipes, otc., are laid and all 
work has been inspected and approved, the Contractor shall do 
all back filling required and as directod.

SCOPE OF “ORK:- The work required to be done under this Contract 
will be all the concrete work of all walls, footings, picrs, 
septic tank and sump, conerete stops and slabs, all as shown by 
the several drawings hereto attached and as hereinafter specified. 


1. PORTLAND CEMENT: = All cement shall be first-class Portland cement 
of a standard brand, bearing a good reputation and of uniform 
quality. It shall be freo from lumps and be packed in barrels 
or strong cloth sacks. Bach package shall have printed upon it 
the brand and name of the Manufacturers. All cement shall conform 
with the requirements of the Standards Specification for Portland 
cement of the Canadian Ungineoring Standards Association. The 
coment shall be protected from the weather and tho floor upon 
which it is placed shall bu at least 12" above the ground. It 
shall be stored so as to permit of oasy access for inspection 
and identification of each shipment. A sufficient quantity shall 
be kept on hand at all times so that tests may be made to deter 
mine its quality. At least 12 days shall ve allowed for inspoetion 
and the necessary test. fhe Contractor shall furnish mill coment 
tests from start to finish and hand same to the supervising 
Architect or Clerk of Yorks from time to time during the 
construction. 


2. PINE AGGREGATE:- The fine aggregate used for making concrete shall 
bo clean sand, free from clay, loam, mud and other impurities 
and shall be washed if required. It shall be vell graded mixture 
of coarse and fine grains vith the coarse grains predominating 
and shall be screened to remove all. particles not passing 4 a 
mesh. 


COARSE AGGREGATE: The coarse aggregate used for making conc rete

WATER:- Provide a supply of clean, fresh water for use of all the 
works. 


STRENGTH OF CONCRLTE:=- All concrete for exterior basement walls, 
ootings and basement floor slab shall have 4 compressive strength 
at the ege of 28 days of 3000 lbs. per square inch with a water 
cement ratio of 4% Imperial Gallons of water per 87k lbs. net sack 
of cement. 


WATER=-CEMENT RATIO:= All concrete must be proportioned to give 
the necessary workability without exceeding the quantities of 
mixing vater stipulated in Clause 5. This water-cement ratio is 
the maximum permissible. The mixes shall be proportioned for 
somewhat lower ratios so that with the normal fluctuations from 
patch-to-batch this retio will not be exceeded. Moisture 
contained in the aggregate must be included as part of the mixing

The water-coment ratio shall not bo changed except when 
directod by the Department's Representative. In the ovent of 
such change being ordered, the Contractor shall do so without 
extra cost to the Government. 


2. CONCRETE PROPORTIONS:- The propprtions of ageregate to cement 


or concrote of the water-cement ratio specificd shall be such 
as to produce concrete of the consistency spccificd hereafter. 
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The approximate proportion of the volume of cement to the 
sum of the separate volumes of fine and coarse aggregate 
measured dry is one of cement to 4h parts of aggregate and 
shall be sdjusted to give proper workability.

In case the concrete resulting from a mixture of aggrogates 
approaching the extreme limits of gradation is not of a workable 
character, or when finished does not exhibit 4 proper surface, 
the Contractor shall alter the grading as will be directed by 
the supervising Architect or Clerk of Yorks, the water-cement 
ratio remaining constant. 


8. CONTKOL OF >ROPORTIONS: = The methods of measuring materials shall 
be such that the proportions of water to coment can be easily 
controlled during the progress o! the work and easily checked at 
any time. The aggregates shall be of uniform quality and grading 
ang shall be delivered to the building and hancled in such a 
manner that variations in moisture content shall not occur. 


9. MIXING:- All materials for concrete are to be mixed by a mechanical 
batch mixer of approved type equipped with suitable charging 
hopper, reservoirs and measuring devices for all materials. the 
rim speed of the mixer shall be about 200' per minute and the 
charge not exceeding the Manufacturer's rated capacity. The 
mixing of each batch shall continue for not less than three 
minutes after all the materials ere in the mixer. No hand 
mixing of concrete will be permitted. 


CONSISTENCY: - The concrete shall be of a plastic consistency 
Which shall be so established by the Department's Representative 
who may employ the slump test for maintainin,, the consistency 
required. 


SLUM? TESTS:- The Contractor shall provide a metal form of #20 
gauge galvanized iron for making slump tests also a 5/6" metal 
rod 21" long.

13. UNIT PRICES - “XTRA CONCRETE: - The Contractor shall state in his 
tender prices per cubic yard for any additional concrete ron“ 
quired in any part of the foundation walls, piers, footings, 
ete., or clsewhere throughout the building.

14. FORMS:- The Contractor shall provide and fix all forms and 
centering required for concrete work including footings, walls, 
piers, columns, slabs, steps and machinery piers, etc. 


All forms shall be made of good sound lumber of sufficient 
size and strength to withstand the pressure mithout bending; 
they will be tight to prevent the loss of cement, well con- 
structed, properly braced and made so 49s to ve easily removed 
without damaging the concrete. 


All forms coming in contact with concrete shall be sized 
to a uniform thickness; all other posts, braces, etc., may be 
rough. All forms f sing to columns are to be held together 
by bolts and openings BySs bottom to facilitate 
cleaning out of debris. 


OMISSIONS:=- If during the construction of the pbuilding, it is 
found that any portion of the concrete work specified or shown 
throughout the building can be omitted, the supervising 
Architect or Clerk of “orks reserves the right to omit such 
portions of the concrete work as he may see fit and the deductions 
made fs m the contract price for any concrete work omitted shall 
be at the rates for concrete and form work stated by the

16. PLACING CONCRETE:~ Immediately after mixine, the concrete shall 
be deposited in the forms. All forms must be well wet down 
before placing the concrete and a thorough inspection must od¢ 
mad pefore depositing to see that all chips and dirt are re~ 
moved and that all temporary bracing anc cleats are out and that 


all openings left for cleaning columns are closed. 


The concrete shail be conveyed in place in such a manner that 
there will be no distinct separetion of the different ingredients.

A-43-1937 and current revisions thereof; @ll such lumber shall 
be Canadian “white Pine. (Pinus Strobus), spruce, ked Pine 
(Pinus Resinosa) or Be Cc. Fir, and shall be air dried to 4 
moisture content of not more than 20% according to Dominion 
Government test methods; ali such lumber shall be free from 
defects which would impair its strength and durability in the 
building. 


All lumber used for exterior anc interior joinery, unless 
otherwise specified shall bs. of Noe 1 and 2 common grade of 
Red Pine (Pinus Resinosa) or Be C. Fir; all such lumber shall 
be free from manufecturing or natural. defects which would. 
impair its appearance, strength or durability in the building, 
and shall be kiln-dried to 4 moisture content of not more than 
10% according to Dominion Government Test methods. 


All millwork lumber shell be for paint. 


CENTRES: - This Contractor shall provide, fix in position and 

finally remove centres for all openings required throughout the 

work. The centres shall be built of such size and materials 
pest suited in the construction. 


CUTTING AND FITTING:- The Contractor shall do such work in his 

trade as is usually required by the other mechanics about the 

building, such as cutting away and refitting to other work,

The finish floor shall be 7/a" T & G, spruce 

flooring well nailed, sanded and made ready for linoleum. The 

underside of all nood joists shall be covered with 1" fibre 

poard, then furred with 1" x 2" furring at 1:0" centres, ready 

to receive 3/8" gypsum board finish (Gyproc or equal). All 

as shown by the several sections on Sheets Nos. 6 and 8. 


The rough floors for boys' and girls' Shower Hooms, Koons 
Nos. 2-16 and 2-24, shall be in line with joist, nailed to 
cleats of joist. The second flooring for these rooms shall be 
in line with rough flooring of other rooms, ready to receive 
mastic finish, all as shown on detail for Shower Rooms, 
Sheet No. 5- 


9. WALLS:- The outside walls of main building shall be made 4s shown, 

double plates and sills, doubled at openings and shell be of 

2" x 6" at 12" contres. The studding for the first and second 
floor outside walls shall be similar size, and shall rest on 
double plates forming support for second floor joist. Inside 
bearing partitions shall be of 2" x 6" placed at 12" centres 
with double plates and sills. The 2" x o” studs supporting 
peams for rotunda shall be solid, same width as beams.

11. ROOFS:- All roofs of main building, Kitchen, Laundry, Bakery and 
Heating and Electrical Room, shall bo covered vith 7/8" T & G 
sheathing, sloped from wall for a distance of 6'0O" to hopper 
formed on panelled cant strips, 2S shown on typical wall section, 
Shect No. 6. All roofs are to be coverod with one layer of 
dry felt paper, all left ready for the roofer. The coping to be 
formed as shown on the wall section detail, Sheot No. 6-6 


12. WINDO” AND DOOR FRAMES:- Tho window framos and sash shall bo as 
Shown on the Scale detail, Sheet No. 3, complete vith spiral 
balancus. The sash shell be made for double glazing 48 shown. 

All sash shall be provided with approved interlocking metal and 
felt weather stripping. 
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own by the detail 


The door frames and doors shall be as sh 
drawing, Sheet No. 2, The sizes of all doors both for inside 
and outside are indicated by the several drawings. 


SCREENS: - Provide and install 1 1/8" screens with standard gauge 
copper mesh wire screening. 


{RINi=- The interior trim, such as base, architrave, window stool 
and apron, picture and other mouldings shall be as shown on the 
several sections and shall be of stock. 


HOSE CABINETS: - Provide and build hose cabinets as shown by the 
drawings, Sheet No. 5. 


CLOTHES CUPBOAKDS:- The clothes cupboards for each bedroom shall 
Consist of 7/8" x 10" shelf above base and 7/8" x 12" shelf 7'6" 
high from floor, with 7/8" pin rail and 14" pipe clothes hanger 
rail. All linen cupboards shall be shelved with shelving 24" 
from 7all, 7/8" thick, first shelf 2' from floor. Above that to 

ceiling, shelves shall be placed at 14" centres with proper 
cleats to wall for securing the shelves, Provide necessary 
doors to clothes chute, electric cabinet, and hose cabinets 45 
shown on the detail, Sheet No. 5. 


KITCHEN BREAD CUPBOARD:= Contractor to supply and install Kitchen 
Cupboard and bread cupboard between Kitchen and Bakery according 
to the detail as shown on Sheet Noe 3- Bread Cupboard made 
ready for tinsmithing. The tops of all cupboards to be covered 
with linoleum and stainless steel counter mouldings. 


MEDICINE CABINETS: - Build in wall one modicine cabinet in the 
following rooms. First Floor 1-5, 1-22 and 1-32. Second Floor 
2-4, 2-7, 2-9 and 2-11, all where shown. 


BLACKBOARDS:=- The blackboards in main building, Rooms Nos. 1-9, 
T-le, 1-23 and 1-27 on tho first floor shall be as indicated 
for the walls of each classroom and according to the neights 
as shown vy the sections and by the details, Sheet No. 4- The 
blackboards shall be hard masonite blackboard, sample to be sub- 
mitted. 


LINOLEUM:- Contractor shall submit separate price for the linoleum 
as horeinafter specificd. 


Linoleum shall be provided and cemented in the following

29. FLAGPOLE:- The flagpole as shown in the front of main building and 

Tn accordance with the detail draving shall be of tho height 

and size as indicated. The base shall consist of 40° 2 10" 
set into the ground 5*' embedded in concrete. The pole proper 
shall be fastened by three 5/8" bolts 4s shown. The pole proper 
shell ve squared at the lower portion and shall be rounded and 
tapered from 10" x 10" to 5" at the top. The top shall be 
finished with a }" disk plate, 1" pin and galvanized ball. To 
the disk attach pulley and 3/16" galvanized braided ropo with 
means of fastening at the base. The whole shall be constructed 
in rigid mannor.

31. GENERAL:- The whole of the work shall be for 4 complete job in 


every respect and to the entire satisfaction of the supervising 
Arcniteet or Clerk of Works. 
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PAINTING AND GLAZING TORK 


hal clauses set forth in the General and Labour Conditions 
shall apply to and govern this trade. 


1. PAINTING: =< This Contractor shall carefully examine the plans of 
the buildings and the specifications of other trades to ascertain 
the amount and charactor of the work required to be painted, 
such as carpentry, sheet metal, iron work, etc. This Contractor 
shell include for painting all exposed plumbing and heating 
pipes and covering, also all radiators and the outside of 
plumbing fixtures that are not enamelled. 


2. PREPARATION FOR PAINTING:- This Contractor shall go over the 
building to see that 411 nail heads in finished woodwork have 
been countersunk, that all work has been properly executed 

and that all is ready for pointing. Unless this Contractor 
notifies the Clerk of Works or the Contractor bofore starting, 
it will be assumed that all work is in proper condition for 
painting, and he will be held responsible for delivering ywork- 
manship that is perfect in every waye 


The walls and ceilings of all buildings are finished with 
3/8" gypsum board. Tho Contractor shall prepsere & mastic and 
putty preparation which shall be mado for this purpose and shell 
go over all joints and intersections of all gypsum board, walls 
and ceilings, in such a way that when the painting is done, no 
marks of joints will bo shown. All colours shall be submitted 
by the Contractor and approved by the bepartment. The Con- 
tractor shall prepare samples of such tints or from samples 
furnished. 


MATERIALS: ~ All materials used in the work shall be the very best 
of their respective kinds, and shall bo applicd in @ workmanlike 
manner. 


WORKMANSHIP:- All material shall be delivered at the work in the 
original packages vith the seal unbroken and applied according 
to Manufacturer's specifications, unless otherwise specified. 
All surface shall be thoroughly dry before Painters begin work. 
No coat shall be applied before the preceding oné is thoroughly 
dry. All paint shall be evenly spread and well brushed, so that 
there will be no drops, runs, or sagging of materials. After 
the priming is applied, all nail holes and other defects shall 
be putty stopped, with putty coloured to match the woodyork after 
staining.

All interior woodvork not otherwise specified 


EXTERIOR PAINTING:= All exterior woodwork shall receive three 
Coats of lead and oil paint such shades as will be selected. 
Galvanized iron work and other metal work shall receive two 
coets of special metal paint. 
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8. INTERIOR PAINTING:- All interior woodwork of the building shall 

Teceive three coats of best lead and oil paint. The woodwork 
in all bath rooms, Boys’ and Girls' h Kooms, toilets and 

shower shall be finished with additional two coats of enamel. 


The walls and ceilings on the interior of the building 
shall receive one coat of preparation and a heavy spray coat of 
lead and oil paint, such colour as will be selected. The walls 
and ceiling of the boiler room shall receive one good heavy 
spray coat of lead and oil paint, colour as will be selected. 


The walls and ceilings of all toilets, all bathrooms, Boys’ 
and Girls' Shower Rooms, shall receive an additional coat of 
enamel, either sprayed or applied with the brush. 


All fir doors shall be stained such colours &as will be 
selected and receive two coats of varnish. 


9. DRYING BETWEEN COATS:~- No coat of paint or varnish is to be 
applied until the under coat is perfectly dry and must not be 
applied in damp weather. 


10. LETTERING:- All rooms through the building shall be numbered and 
Lettered describing the offices as will be directed. The 
lettering throughout shall be approximately 2" in height, done 
in such colours 4s will be directed. 


11. GLAZING:= All outside window sash and doors of the building shall 
be double glazed with best quality double diamond glass, 24 02%. 
or equal to 1/8" in thickness. All glass shall be bedded in 
approved plastic glazing compound, sprigged and back puttied. 
All doors for inside where not shown by the outside, Marked G, 
will have glass in the upper portion thereof. 


The steel sash of Hoating and Electrical Room shall be 
double glazed with 24 oz. glass, set in special mastic putty and 
shall be properly sprigged and back puttied. 


All inside partitions such 4s in Rooms 2-15 and 2-25 where 
indicated shall have 4" plate glass, set in stops. 


12. MIRRORS:- The Contractor shall supply and set in place twelve 
mirrors +" thick, placed where directed, each securely screwed 
with four approved nickel-plated rosettes.

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ROOFING, FLASHING AND VENTILATION 
All clauses set forth in the General and Labour Conditions 
shall apply to and govern this trade. 


SCOPE OF YORK:- The work required under this contract will be the 
covering of all roofs vith tar, folt and gravel as hereinafter 
specified. Aal tinsmithing and ventilation work is also required 
under tais contract. 


GENERAL:~- The roofing Contractor shall examine the roof decks 
SETAE Pate) 
bofore commencing tho work and arrange with the General 
Contractor to rectify any defects. H* shall also co-operate 
with other trades in plecing of flashing, vontilation, etc. 


All roof work shall be done in & neat and workmanlike 
manner freo from defects and left perfect on completion. 


INSULATION:- Insulation of all roofs as shown on the several 
sections and drawings shall be as provided under the Carponter 
and Joinery Trade. 


ROOFING:- Over roof deck 4s specificd under the Carpentry 
Specification, lay one thickness of sheathing paper or un- 
saturated felt lapping, the sheets at least one inch. Over 
this lay two plies of fifteen pound tarred rag felt lapping, 
each sheet 19 inches over preceding one and nail as often 4s 
necessary to hold in place until remaining felt is laid; coat 
the entire surface uniformly with pitch, then over the entire 
surface, lay three plies of tarrod felt lapping, each sheet 
24%" ovor preceding one mopping with pitch the full 24k" lap 
on each sheet so that in no place shall felt touch felt. Such 
nailing ss is necessary shall be done along the upper edge of 
each sheet so that #11 nails will be covered by not less than tz7o 
plies of felt. Over the entire surface, pour from 4& dipper 4 
uniform coating of pitch into which, while hot, embed not less 
than 400 pounds of gravel for each one hundred square feot. 
The gravel shall be from kw to 5/8" in size, dry and free from 
dirt. Care snall be taken during the application that felt is 
laid without wrinkles or bucklous. Not less than 150 pounds of 
pitch shall be used for the construction of each 100 sq. ft. 
of completed roof, and the pitch shall not be heated above 400 
degroes Fahrenheit. At the edge of all roofs, the felt shall 
be turned dovn over fascia at cornico 3" and trimmed off neatly. 
At the intersection of horizontal and vertical surfaces, flash 
walls and roof as shown on tho drawings. 


FLASHING:- The contractor is to ado all flashing as shown by the 
soveral drawings. Flash at all mouldings under asbestos siding 
shingles and the two inch gravel strip as shown by the several 
sections. The flashing shall be of 26 gauge galvanized iron and 
shall be stop flashed and carried up to the height as indicated, 
and all flashing shall be back painted before being placed into 
position. All flashing shall be properly interlocked and soldered 
in workmanliko manner.

Provide one 12" Robertson, or equal, exhaust vent ovor diesel 
engine in Boiler Room, properly flashod to roof. All galvanized 
iron vents extending through roofs shall be asphaltum covered. 


VENT FANS:- Supply and set in place where indicated on tho plans 
in Rooms Nos. 1-9, 1-12, 1-25, 1-27, 2-14 and 2-26, eight 24" 
air scrow, or uqual, fans vith + H.P., 110V, 850 R.P.M., #540 
C.F.M., erected complete with automatic aluminum shutters vith 
24" slide dampers operated by pulloys. All the above rooms shall 
have one fan, except 2-14 and 2-26 which shall have two. 
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8. TOILET ROOM PARTITIONS: ~ The Contractor shall supply and erect 
toilet partitions including doors 45s called for on the plans 
and as detailed on Sheet No. 6. Partitions and doors shall be 
flush type, 48 manufactured by Westeel, or other approved manu- 
facturor, and shall be made in Canada. Partitions and doors 
shall be made of two 20-gauge steel shevts, full cold rolled and 
patent lovelled, with not less than 1" of filler board betweon, 
the whole compressed into one solid unit, and finished at top 
and sides with oval steel locking strip. 


Front posts shall bo dravn nollow metal, with sunk panels 
on four sides, into one of which front cdgo of partition shall 
bo'set end securely fastened. Partition shall be fastened to 
wall by means of drawn steel channel. Zach post shall be fitted 
with hvuad cap (painted) and chrome plated dic-cast base shove 


Headrail shall be 1" x 1h" 20 gauge rectanguler stoel 
tubing. Each door shall be ceyuipped with white metal chrome 
plated pull, slide bolt, rubber tipped door stops (two per door, ) 
combination rubber tipped bumper and coat hook, and oncased 
ball bearing gravity hinges ith adjustment to make doors in or 
out-swinging, self-opening or solf-closing. 


Hinges, door pull and slide bolt shall be attached with 
chrome plated brass bolts “ithout exposed nuts. All mitres 
and joints shall be welded, ground smooth, filled and sanded to 
an even surface.

All material, equipment and work shall egonform to 
Dominion, Provincial and local ordinances, regulations and 
standards. 


1. YORK INCLUDED: - This contract shall include the furnishing of 


all necessary materials, equipment, labour, transportation, 
etc., for the conplete installation of a stean heating system 
with controls as shown on plans or hereinafter specified; that 
is all boilers, preechings, fuel-burning equipment, pumps,

Based upon information previously supplied, 
we have been endeavouring to obtain authority for the 
of a truck for this school, 


A memorandum in this regard has just been 
received from our Minister's office, reading as follows: 


"You say that you have found the main 
cost in freighting will be for small parcels of food 
and clothing. The purchase and operation of a 3-ton 
truck on a weekly schedule would be a rather expensive 
proposition, While you say that the rate from Lawson 
Creek to Lower Post is $3.10 per hundred pounds with 
a minimum of four tons, I understand that the British 
Yukon Navigation Company of Whitehorse provides a 
weekly way-freight trucking service between Dawson 
Greek and Whitehorse, Would this not Le a more econon~ 
ical method of serving the school than for the school 
managenent to send a heavy truck the full distance each 
week, even though the Department bought the truck?" 


It would be appreciated if you would advise 
concerning the cost of this way-freight trucking service. 
You should also provide any other information which will assist 
us in urging the necessity of providing thie truek.

Dear Father Fleury: 


I have your letter of the lst instant end 
have carefully noted its contents. 


I have noted particularly the communications 
which you received, and I can realize that they could 
have been interpreted to mean whet you considered they 
aid. However, while Father Plourde wes informed that it 
was our intention to supply a truck, we did not advise 
him that you could be authorized to make the purchase. 
Before any department can purchase a vehicle such as a 
truck, the matter has to be referred to the vehicle 


Control Board, and of course, the purchase has to be 
meade through our Purchasing branch, 


We have submitted the contents of your previous 
letter to the Purchasing Branch with the requisition for 
the truck, and it is quite possible that the order will be 
placed with the firm from whom you received the quotation, 
but I am not in a position to state definitely that the 
order will be placed with thet firm. 


In spite of your previous experience in Indian 
work, I feel that it is advisable at the present time to 
direct your special attention to the following matters for 
your future guidance;

fhe Lower Post School is located in the 
Fort St. John Indian Agency, and the Super- 
intendent is E.J. Galibois, Fort St. John,

when it is desired to either purchase or 

repair equipment, or repairs are required to 
the building, you should forward detailed 
{nformation regarding what is needed and the 
approximate cost, to Superintendent Galibois 
who in turn will communioate with the department 
through the office of Indian Commissioner WeSe 
Arneil at Vancouver. 


while we are supplying at the outset cleaning 
equipment, such as brooms, mops, brushes, eto.; 
dishes, tableware and bed clothes, it should be 
definitely understood that such expendable 
articles are not subsequently supplied by the 
department, but will have to be purchased by 
the school manegement from the per capita 
ellowence or other receipts. 


It is our intention to supply hotel ware type 
of crockery, and enamelware will not be purchased 
for kitchen pots, ete.

Dear Mr. Phelan; 


You will find enclosed the list of equipment etc. 
for the Indian School at Lower Peet, which supplements the previous 
list forwarded to you. I am also returning the list which you kind- 
ly sent me some time ago. I have tried to make my list as complete 
as possible and hope the Department will find it satisfactory. I 
would respectfully suggest that the equipment and appliances be of 
a heavy duty type for institutional purposes; thus the children's 
crockery should be of hotel ware type. If plastic is chosen, there 
should be a guarantee that it will stand up under very hot water. 
Enamelware is not at all suitable for kitchen pots. It chips and 
leads to unsanitary conditions. The regular heavy hotelware type 
lasts almost indefinitely, new bottoms can be put in when necessary 
and each vessel re-tinned yearly at small coste 


There will be need for quite a bit of shelving to 
be erected after the contractor is finished and in certain rooms 
well finished heavy seat benches should be Installed. For these 

ses I have requested lumber, which can be supplied by a local 
mill for $70.00 per M. If there is any question about the list 
please get in touch with me.

The school is eoming along nicely. ‘The top floor 
is just about completed and the painters will soon start decorating. 
For your information, letters should be addressed to me at Watson Lake 
Y.T. as there is direct plane service there. Telegrams to be addressed 
to Lower Post, B.C. With kindest regards.

I am enclosing a list of furniture and bedding 
supplies etc. for the Lower Post School. This list is complete 
in regard to this type of furnishings, however I am preparing a 
supplementary list of other items, such as kitchen and household 
smallware, which will go forward in the following mail. At that 
time I will return the list that you sent me some weeks ago. 


In regard to the enclosed list, I have made it 
as complete as possible, yet it contains nothing of a superfluous 
nature. My intention was to requisition those items, which would 
furnish the school in a practical and efficient manner. This is 
an extremely cold country and to a large extent we will be isolated, 
-. * Le peeceary that the furnishings of the school be comfortable 
jurable. 


As mentioned above, I will send another list in 
the next mail, which should complete our furnishings, down to the 
smallest detail. I intend to ask Mr. Davies, the B.C. school 
inspector, to help me prepare the classroom supplies, as he is 
acquainted with the latest items supplied by the Department. 

In like manner, I will send my drug requisition through Dr. Ten- 
nant of Vancouver. He was up here recently and suggested that 
procedure. I trust that this will be agreeable to you.

Attached you will find requisitions 
for equipment and supplies for the Lower Post 
Indian Kesidential School. This school is a new 
building and the requirements are for all items 
required for the opening and efficient operation of 
the school. It is expected that the school will go 
into operation on or about January 1, 1951. It is 
therefore, respectfully requested that every effort 
be made to heve this equipment delivered prior to 
that date. 


The capacity of the school is for 
approximately 120 pupils plus a staff of 20 adults. 
The Departwent is anxious to provide the most suitable 
equipment for an institution of this size. The large 
stock pots should be in biemetal or aluminum, The 
smaller articles should be in aluminum or stainless steel. 
Enamelware will not be acceptable cxcept where indicated. 


For dishes and dinnerware, the hesvy 
hotelware chinaware should be supplied. Plastic will 
not be accepted. 


Vor staff, dinnerware and flatware 
Eaton's Western catalogue was used as a guide. simpson’ s 
Western catalogue was not satisfactory as many of the itens 
were miscing. 


As Dawson Creek is 620 miles from the school, 
it is imperative that this Branch be informed immediately 
when an order has been placed with a firm, in order that we 
might inform the parties concerned to be on the lookout for 
the ordered items and arrange for trucking as soon as the 
items reach the end of the railway. Therefore, it would be 
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appreciated if our copies would be forwarded to 
this office as soon as the su’ pliers copy has been 
sent out,

Dear Mr. Neary; 


Supplementing my letter, dated January 19th, I am listing 
below several additional matters, which I wish to draw to your attention: 


1. Now that the school kitchen is finished, only awaiting reception 
of equipment, it becomes apparent that an extraordinary length of 
stove pipe will be needed to reach from the stove to the chimney. 
This presents a twofold disaivantages; firstly, because the ceil- 
ing is not very high and the pipe will have to be large, it will 
detract greatly from the appearance of the kitchen and bakery room. 
It will have to pass through the wall into the bakery room and 
continue its ugly length to the far corner of same, dodging a few 
steam and water pipes on the way. Secondly, and far more serious, 
this long length of stove pips will drip creosote constantly, no 
matter how well it is fitted. This is due to the type of firewood 
in this country. I have been told that it will be necessary to 
hang pails at each joint and further that the whole length of pipe 
will have to be taken down once a week and cleaned. If this is 
go, and dependable local inhabitants have assured me that it is, 
some change will have to be made, otherwise we will be put to a 
considerable degree of trouble and a mess will be created in the 
two places, kitchen and bakery, where it is necessary to maintain 
a high degree of cleanliness, above all others. Will you please 
take this matter up with the architect at once. I would suggest 
that for the time being, the kitchen stove flue should run through 
the roof right above the stove, utilizing what is called a ‘Yukon 
chimney', Later on during the summer a permanent solution could be 
found, There are enough bricks left over here to build an extra 
chimney. 


A number of parcels have arrived here from the Department, mostly 
stationery supplies, on which we have had to pay cartage charges 
from Dawson Creek, B.C. I know that it is the intention of the 
Department to prepay all the way to the school, so I would like to 
know what procedure I should follow in securing re-imbursement for 
past payments and also for the future. So far I have receipts for 
all expenditures of this nature. 


As you know, it is the Bienen ie intention, with the approval of the 


Department, to bring the children from the Grouard School and the 
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Lejac School to Lower Post as soon as the building is ready. 
Apparently the expenses of these transfers have to be borne 

by the Lower Post School, We are anxious to have these chil- 
dren so that the school may get under way promptly, but we will 
require some financial assistance in the way of a special tran- 
sportation grant from the Department. Will you therefore, please 
consider this as an application for a grant to cover the trans- 
portation of children from these two schools. I can ascertain 
the exact cost and so inform you as soon as possible. I would 
be very grateful if you would let me know the Department's at- 
titude in this matter, by return mail. 


In a previous requisition, I requested for the use of the School, 
one 1émm sound projector. ‘This machine would have educational as 
well as recreational benefits. I see no metion of this equipment 
in the purchase orders and thought that perhaps it was overlooked. 
I need hardly tell you how important such a machine would be to 
us 4 byt We are very limited in our recreational facilities 
and the children coming from other schools can hardly help but 
draw comparisons to our disadvantage, since they have enjoyed 
moving pictures, both recreational and educational in their for- 
mer schools, I trust that you will ask the Department to give 
special consideration to this matter. 


In a previous letter, I requested information about installation 
of the school telephone. The cost of services to connect the 
school was quoted by the C.N.T. as about $75.00. I did not re- 
ceive any reply to my request for information, but I notice on 
my return to Lower Post that the poles have been erected by the 


C.N.T. to carry the wires to the school. Apparently eae | had to 


get the poles set up before the ground froze too hard. Please 


advise me on this matter. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank you and other members of 
the Department for your kind co-operation and assistance in getting the 
Lower Post Indian School under way. Naturally, in an undertaking of this 
nature, it is to be expected that many unforeseen difficulties and problems 
will crop up, whose solution requires mutual understanding. We, who are to 
live in the school are apt to see things solely from a practicable stand- 
point. I mention this to assure you of my utmost sincerity in requesting 
adjustments of furnishings and equipment, as above.

I have been notified by the Rev. A.H. Fleury,0O.M.I. 
who is going to be the Principal of the new "Indien Residential 
School at Lower Post" that the contractors "Dawson and Hall" are 
going to complete their contract on Feb. 15 inst. and that as a 
consequence the wpkeep of the building from that date on shall be 
our sole responsibility. 


On the other hand, I am in receipt of a letter from 
the Educational Service of the Indian Branch, dated Jan. 30 (File 
942-5 El) pointing out how doubtful it will be for us to expect 
all the furnishings of the school before the end or March, and a 
consequence warning us not to count on the transfer of the Indien 
children from the Grouard or Lejac Schools before April. 


T am sure that you will realize now costly the upkeep 
of such a vb ilding will be for us in this nort} country during the 
two or three intervening months from the date of completion of the 
building contract to the time of reception of the Indian chilaren. 


Our whole male staff, which has arrived already at 
Lower Post for some months, will be constantly occupied looking 
after the boiler, the electric plant and the various other mechanical 
devices, checking and uncrating the furniture as it arrives, watching 
day and night over the building. 


The maintenance and supervising of everything connected 
with the building will enteil, I am sure, an expenditure of well over 
$3,000. for which there will be no available funds until the school 
proper is in operation under the per ca@ita grant system. We have 
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already spent the #3,500 already allocated for fuel alone. 


I beg, therefore, your Department to allocate 
an extra sum of #3,000 for our present emergency.

®WYahanmni Residential School". .Nahanni is the indian name for"People of 
the Setting Sun";it is the name given by the Denes or Athbascans of the 
River MoKénzie to all their dene or athabascan brothers living beyond 
the Rockies,where the sun sets.. 
2.-Why is it that Superintendent Clarke has not been designated to super= 
vise the School,since the School is located in his agency,and the Lower 
Post Indiens come under his present care ? We find it strange that Agent 
Meek,who has already more then he can hadle in his owm huge Agency of 
the Yukon should be designated to supervise the Lower Post School.- 

The ideal set up would be to have Superintendent Clarke moved to Lower 
Post with a subagent located at Telegres® Creek;such was my suggestion 
to the Officials of the Branch last Fall.

With reference to Supt. Clark's letter of 
March 2nd attached, the status of the illegitimate 
children of Lucy Johns of the Atlin Band has been the 
subject of previous correspondence with you and although 
some of the children were excluded from Band membership, 
Roy James Johns, age 4, has retained Indian status and 
maintenance has been paid for him by the Department. 


We are not favourably impressed with Mr. 
Clark's solution for care of this child but can see no 
alternative to his admission to the Lower Post 
Hesidential School. We propose asking Mr. Clark to make 
a further determined effort to find a suitable foster 
home for this child but do not anticipate that he will 
be successful, in view of which tentative approval of 
admission of the child to the Lower Post school is

Dear Father Fleury: 


I am in receipt of your letter of Aug. 27th regarding 
the admission of Alice Bill, Aida Jack and Dorothy Johnson to the 
School. i understand that more definite information about these cases 
is desirable and very willingly I hasten to give it. 


Apert from the fact that these girls are anxious to 
get more education but have no chance to go to any other school, the 
social environment in which they live presently is a great danger to 
their morals; they are good, want to stay good, but it seems that 
everything is up against them. They belong to very small bands (2 or 
3 Indian families) living along the Alaska Highway, in proximity of arny 
camps and taverns. Since there is no police around, drunks end hobos 
are free to go and mix with the Indians, especially women and girls. 

In the past few years, we had to deplore quite a few sad cases of 
illegitimate babies. And what makes the situation worse is the fact 
that these many girls actually can't get acquainted with Indien boys 
that they would contemplate to marry later on, because there are very 
few boys and they are all too closely related to them; there is no big 
indian village in this part of the Yukon but only small bands living 
hundreds of miles apart and closely related to one another. 


Alice was 14 years old when Johnney Bill married her 
mother. Johnney and his wife don't get along too well and can't have 
children so Johnney is trying to go with Alice, who has to live in the 
same house since she doesn't have any other place to go. Alice doesn't 
want that business and so gets beaten every once in a while. 


Aida and Dorothy are not spoiled yet but other big girls 
who are running wild with soldiersand hobos are trying to get them in 
their ways. Their parents can't control everything and feel more or less 
helpless; they want protection for their daughters, especially at that 
critical age. in my opinion, a period at the Lower Post Residential School 
is a "must" for these girls if they are to start well in life. 

Hoping that these explanations are satisfactory, 1 remain

In my opinion Ida Jack and Dorothy Johnson should be accepted 
but I would prefer to have your concurrence before recommending 
Alice Bill, due to her age. Fr. Fleury states there will be 
sufficient accomodation for these pupils.

The 
mother of Dick is presently a patient at the Charles Camsell 
Hospital, the father is out on his trap-line, and the boy is 
being maintained temporarily by his grandfather who is unable 
to continue thie care. Dick Ladue is nearly six years old. 


Bishop Coudert requested authorization to bring in Dick on 
the next available aircraft from Ross River and to have him 
admitted to the Lower Post Residential School. I advised 
His Excellency that I felt sure no difficulty would be found 
in admitting Dick a few months before his sixth birthday. 


There is no regular fare from Ross River by aircraft, charges 
are usually split into different amounts between traders, 
missionaries, Government officials and others. I trust my 
actions meet with your approval.

I beg to bring before you the case of a Catholic orphan boy, 
about 14 years of age,who should have been sent to Lower Post 
School last Fall. 

As you may see from the local missionary's exposition of the 
case,no cooperation was given to us in helping us to have said 
orphan boy placed in Lower Post School. ? 

I am personally well acquainted with the whole family; théy 
all joined the Catholic Church nearly ten years ago;two of the 
children were sent to the Grouard School;the father is now dead 
for some years,and the mother, along with four of her children, 
is in Camsell Hospital. - 

Under those conditions,the boy Clyde,only 14 years of age,is 
allowed to roam around free,from camp to camp among his relativés, 
without any proper physical,moral,religious and educational super- 
vision. 

I was amazed to hear that Agent Meek ,far from showing any 
interest in the educational welfare of the boy,looked for every 
possible excuse to discourage Father Turenne to have the boy 
admiteed to the Lower Post School. ‘i 

In my estimation the Indian Boarding School at Lower Post has 
been constructed by the Indian Branch primarily for such“ typical 
cases as that of Clyde Blackjack;and Agent Meek should be clearly 
instructed in his duty of making every possible“effort to send catholic 
orphan children to such an Institution,without even waiting for our 
own request. 

I may say that Agent Clarke of the Stikine Agency seemed to 
have thorougily understood his duty in this respect and has given 
our missionaries his full cooperation regarding the admittance of 
all needy children of his Agency to the Lower Post School.

Dear Mr. Phelan; 


In reference to the case of Jennie 
Dickson, pupil #065 at the Lower Post Indian School, 
whose removal you have reaovested in a recent letter, 
will you please consider the following facts: 


1. The above named child, Jennie Dickson is a Roman 
Catholic. Her father, John Dickson is also a 
Roman Catholic. Copies of affidavits certifying 
these facts are enclosed. 


Application for admission to the Lower Post Indian 
School was signed by the father, John Dickson and 
recommended by Mr. R.J. Meek, Indian Superintendent, 
in September 1952. The application was held here 
pending medical examination of the child. Copy has 
now gone forward to Ottawa. 


In your letter you have stated that this 
girl should leave the Lower Post School, because the De- 
partment has not approved her admission. May I respectfully 
‘point out that in view of the above facts, it would appear 
to be in order now for the Department to approve the admis- 
sion. 


In discussing this case with His Excel- 
leney, Bishop J.L. Coudert, it would appear that, if the 
child Jennie Dickson were summarily dismissed from the Cath- 
olic Indian School at Lower Post, certain repretful and dis- 
turbing results would ensue; namely (a) The Indian people of 
the district would look upon it as a penalty imposed on the 
parent for becoming a Catholic, since he now would be unable 
to find schooling for his child, although the Indian Act gua- 
rantees such schooling. (b) A very weighty obstacle would be 
placed before the future activities of the missionaries in the 
Ross River district, since the people would consider that even 
if they freely wished to become Catholics, they would have 
great difficulties in sending their children to a Ctholic school. 
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I have mentioned the results of my discussion with 
Bishon Coudert in order that the Department may have full 
knowledge of the import of this case. 


As Principal, I have submitted above (paragraphs 1 
and 2) the facts which led me to accept the child Jennie 
Diekson, into the Lower Post Indian School. I see no rea~ 
son why approval of admission should be withheld. ‘The cir- 
cumstances of this case are similar to the admissions of 
other children in the school; namely? the child is a Catholic 
Indians the father is a Catholic and wishes the child in the 
Catholic school. 


In viwe of the above, I trust that you will please 
review this case and advise me of the results. I will be 
rlad to forward any additional information that you may re~ 
quire.

This family is from the Stikine Agency 
in the Province of British Columbia and both parents 
are living. 
In 1948 this girl was placed by her 
father in the Carcross C.E. Indian Residential School. 
Although her admission to this school was not approved 
she remained there until June, 1951. 
On checking the December 1951 Quarterly 
Return for the Lower Post Indian Residential School 
this girl's name was noted on ite As her admission to 
the Lower Post K.C. School had not been approved and 
as she previously attended the Carcross C.E. School 
Superintendent Meek under whose jurisdiction the Lower 
Post School is was written. He was instructed to advise 
Father A.H. Fleury, 0.MsIe, Principal of the Lower Post 
School that no grant would be allowed for this pupil 
until her admission to the Lower Post School was approved. 
Superintendent Meek was requested to obtain full particulars 
on this girl's admission to the Lower Post School after 
attending the Carcross School from 1948 to 1951. 
On January 10, 1952, Superintendent Meek replied: 
"Elizabeth Johnston belongs to the Stikine Agency, 
being a member of the Atlin-Teslin Band, family # 
036. Some two months ago, Father A. Drean of Teslin 
mentioned to me in casual conversation that William 
Johnston, father of Elizabeth had been received into 
the Roman Catholic Church¥. 
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As Mr. Meek's letter indicated that the 
girl is a member of a Band in the Stikine Agency, 
Superintendent Clark was written and in a letter dated 
February 15th he stated: 

"With regard to the admission of Elizabeth 
Johnston of the Atlin-Teslin Band, during a 
visit to Teslin in June the father of this girl, 
Chief William A. Johnston requested that she be 
admitted to the Lower Post Residential School. 
According to our Agency book records, this family 
was considered to be of the Roman Catholic Faith 
and still so indicates", 

Attached, marked "A" is an anplication signed 
by the father requesting the admission of Elizabeth to the 
Lower Post R.C. Indian Residential School. Superintendent 
Clark recommends this admission. 

Attached, marked "B" is a Certificate of 
Baptism indicating that Elizabeth was baptized according to 
the rites of the Roman Catholic Church. 

Attached, marked "C" is Certificate of Baptism 
for Elizabeth Johnston with a note indicating that she was 
confirmed on July 8, 1952. 

Attached, marked "D" is Certificate of Baptism 
indicating that the mother Daisy Johnston was baptized according 
to the rites of the Roman Catholic Church. 

Attached, marked "E" and "F" are Professions of 
Faith of Elizabeth Johnst«nand Daisy Johnston.

I deeply regretted on my way through Ottawa on July 13 last,to 
have been unable to see you and discuss thoroughly with you the 
Stanley Blackjack's case, 

At the occasion of a visit I paid to the Acting Director of the 
Branch,Mr,Jones,I entrusted to his care all the documents concerning 
the matter to be communicated to you, 

I feel that the settlement of this case is very urgent and should 
be dealt with immediately,for the following reasons; 

After a long stay in Camsell Hospital,Stanley Blackjack was sent 
last Spring to the Whitehorse Baptist School,on the sole authority of 
Agent Meek,though the boy was a Catholic and had never had any connection 
with the Baptists;in fact,the whole family had been received by one of 
our missionaries into the Catholic Church,at their own spontaneous 
request,some 9 years ago,following which two of his sisters and one of 
his brothers,being of school age,were sent to our Catholic Boarding 
Schools of Grouard and Lower Post,with forms of admission duly signed 
by Agent Meek.-After a stay of one month at the Baptist School of 
vhitehorse last Spring,the boy was allowed to go to Carmacks and spend 
the summer with his relatives, 

‘he father and mother being now dead,Stanley is an orphan,and in 
my estimation should not have been allowed to return to Carmacks,where 
he is running a great risk of being neglected and of relapsing to an 
active tuberculosis condition, 

je all feel very upset about the handling of this case and the 
prejudice shown against us,since we have not even been consulted by 
your Agent concerning the disposal of the child,upon his being discharged 
from the Camsell Hospital, 

I am prepared to go to the utmost to have this situation straigh$ned 
up,and have the boy protected physically,morally and religiously, ashe 
is fully entitled to according to the Indian Act,in his capacity as a 
Catholic orphan boy deprived of both parents;all the lawyers I talked 
to concerning this matter,were indignant over the arbitrary way the 
case has been handled by your Agent.
